Palestine and the League of Nations. 

Ir is to be hoped that the report which credits Great Britain with 
the intention of placing Palestine and other of her war captures under the 
ultimate direction of the League of Nations is well-grounded. Such an act 


would be eminently characteristic of a nation which has profes ed, with 
thé completest sincerity, that it entered the war to defend a vital prin- 
ciple and not to enlarge its empire. But it wou'd also open up the best 
prospects for the future of the new Judea, protecting it against intrigue, 
rivalry, and attack. The intention, presumably, is that the Leagne 
should nominate one of the Great Powers—this, every Jew fervently 
hopes, will be Great Britain—as its mandatory; a monitor Power to guide the 
destinies of Palestine under the new conditions, while the League reserves 
to itself the right of supervision. This reservation would, in itself, check any 
hostile ambitions by other States. It would stéady the country, enable 
it to concentrate without distraction on the problems of internal 
development, and secure the lasting peace of the whole land. Palestine 
would enjoy the guidance of the mature wisdom and experience of the 
greatest colonising State in the world; Britain would be free from 
anxiety for her own neighbouring possessions; a particularly sensitive 
spot in the circle of international relations would be removed from 
contact with disturbing influences, and the new Judea would be launched 
on itg career ,inder the most favourable influences. The scheme 
seem to be that which was adumbrated 
By General Smuts in his recent pamphlet on “The League of 
Nations,” and the presence of that distinguished General at the 
Conference gives colour to the report as ergot Britain's inten- 


tions to which we have referred. We were\not a little surprised, 
however, to read in the Manchester Guardian of st Monday the report 
of a speech delivered at Malta by the Governor-General of the island 
(LORD METHUEN), outlining a proposal by the British Colonial Office 
to make Palestine, as well as Mesopotamia, an outlet for Maltese 
unemployed. We cannot suppose that this precious suggestion 
came from the present occupant of the Colonial Office. Nor 
can we in the least understand how it is to be squared 
with the declared intention of the Government, which is to 
myke Palestine, free and unfettered, the National Home for the Jewish 
le. We can only hope that Lorp MILNER will set his face resolutely 
the whole plan, and that any movement in the direction indicated 
will beé4peedily discouraged. The report alluded to, however, renders it all 
the more necessary that the Government should declare the policy whereby 
its Declaration is to be effectuated. We believe that what is contemplated 
is on broad and generous national lines—indeed, it must be, if the 
repeopling of Palestine is to be successful. But we are now with the 
Peace Conference in being, and all we have is the letter which Mr. 
BALFouR sent to Lorp ROTHSCHILD. That,as we have frequently 
pointed out, is something too vague upon which to base anything like a 
reasonable determination concerning the Government’s exact proposals. 


Rumania. 

Tue Rumanian Government have circulated a report to the effect 
that it is their intention to issue a Royal decree for the liberation of 
the Jewish inhabitants of the country. The fact that it should take the 
initiative is at least a sign that it realises that the old anti-Jewish régime 


can no longer be defended in the open, that it is out of accordance with 
the spirit of the times, and that it could not stand the searching tests 
which are to be set up by the Peace Conference. In the light of past 
experience, however, candour compels us to say that, the matter having 
been so long delayed, and the question of the safeguarding of minorities 
being one of those specially to be considered by the Conference, the 
most satisfactory course would be for the whole subject to be left in the 
hands of the plenipotentiaries at Paris. This, we are confident, will be 
the most effective way of handling it—and the most enduring. While 
touching on this matter and the tasks of the Peace Conference in refer- 
ence to Jewish matters, we deem it only right to pay a tribute to the 
excellent work that is being accomplished .in the Freach capital by -Mr. 
LucIEN WOLF, in behalf of the Joint Foreign Committee of the Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, more particularly ia 


co-ordinating the activities of the various Jewish bodies represented 
there. This latter achievement must have necessitated much tact and 


zeal, and Mr. WOLPr, in accomplishing it, has done a very real service to 
Jewish interests, 


Dependents of "ussians. 


ALTHOUGH the war is ended there are in this country, dependent 
toon public assistance, a consid-rable. number of women and children— 
the wives and children of men who left England to join the 
Russian Army in the second half of 1917. It will be recalled that, when 
given the choice of serving with the British or the Russian colours, many 
hundreds of Russians chose, not unnaturally, the latter alternative. 
Support had immediately to be obtained for their dependents, 
and this has been provided partly by the Russian, partly by the 
Bish Government, and partly by a private Jewish committee pre- 
sided over by Dr. JOCHELMAN. The Bolshevik revolution, however, cut 
off the first source; the ruling of the Board of Guardians—owing 
to the “charity aspect given to the contribution—has in a 
number of cases put an end to British Government assistance. And 
the result is that, to a great extent, these helpless \people have to 
rely on the goodness of private individuals in order to keep 
themselves alive. Even in the case of the 622 women and 1.138 
children still receiving British Government assistanc:, the allowance is 
quite insufficient for the purpose in these days of h'gh prices. Cannot 
something be done to succour these hapless victims of the war? Some 
may think it right to blame the husbands and fathers who preferred ta 
fight alongside the men they understood, and who returned to their 
native land on that account. But that can be no reason for penalising 
their dependents now cut off from them by transport and other difficulties, 
We hope very much that the generous people who have so far helped will 
continue their assistance until a brighter day dawns, and that others will 
come to the he!p of these poor people whose burden Dr. JOCHELMAN, in 
his great-heartedness, has to so large an extent shouldered. But if the 
Local Government Board could also see their way to increase the 
allowance to dependent families, much anxiety would be removed. After 
all, it cannot be fo gotten that it was the act of the authorities—the 
Anglo-Russian Military Convention—which separated the women and 
children from their bread-winners. 


A Momentous Decision. 


We observe with considerable concern that the Immigration Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives, in the United States, has 
“‘ agreed to the prohibition of immigration for four years after the war, 
except from Cuba, Mexico, Canada, and Newfoundland.” This is, 
of course, only a recommendation to the Leg:slature, and cannot be 
carried out of the Committee’sown motion. But the serious character of the 
proposal is manifest. The report talks of “ prohibition.” What exactly 
this sweeping expression means we do not profess to understand. But if it 
is intended to close the doors of the United S ates against the incoming of 
the usual kindof European immigrant, then the eflect on Jews, among others, 
must be deplorable. It is notorious that countless coreligionists in the zones 
more directly affected by the war have been ruined, and it may well be 
that their only hope lies in emigration, That the United States, 
which has assurediy not suffered materially by the war, should 
deny them the chance of recuperation would be unthinkable. The 
American Government and people entered the war with the highest 
humanitarian objects, and it would be extraordinary if they should 
adopt a proposal so inconsistent with their undoubtedly sincere pro- 
testations. For ourselves, we do not believe that a nation which has 
set on high the brotherhood of peoples, as a governing principle 
of the reconstruction of the world, will inaugurate the new era by 
erecting a Chinese wall around its own shores. The _ stoutest pro- 
tagonist of a League of Nations is PRESIDENT WILSON himself, 
but he would stultify his own exalted eloquence on this subject if he 
proceeded to hold the masses of other nations at arm's length from his 
own people. This is not the spirit which will insure a success for his 
lofty ideals, and, even though likely to prove beneficial to the United 
States in the material sense, we doubt very much whether the 
recommendation of the Immigration Committee will ever find lodgment 
in the plans of the PRESIDENT and his Government. 


Moneylenders and the Board. 

THe resumed Conference of Delegates of Congregations represented 
atthe Board of Deputies did the wise thing, and eliminated from the, 
amended constitution the proposal to exclude moneylenders from 
membership. There are some who may fear that this decision will 
appear to the outside world as a befriending of usury, and that the Jewish 
Community may suffer accordingly. If this were so, then the fault 
would rest with those who brought forward the proposal and compelled 
its opponents to defeat it. Jews, of course, have no more 
tenderness than other communities for usury and usurers. They hate 
usurious exactions and cruelties more fiercely than any people, 
and with good reason, for, besides having imbibed this hostility 
from the Pentateuchal Law itself, they have suffered more than anyone 
else from the usurious practices of their own people. But the proposal 
now happily laid aside would, we are convinced, only have strengthened 
the popular delusion that the very reverse was the case. It would have 
enabled the malicious to say that sa large was the moneylending element 
in the Community that special steps had to be taken to bolt the doors of 
the Board against them, and in this way the comparative handful 
which Jewish moneylenders really are would have bulked as an army, 
and, perhaps, in the distorted imagination of enemies, as a positive 
majority of the adherents of Judaism in this country. The PRESIDENT 
of the Board urged the proposal on account of the expression “going to 
the Jews.” But he is mistaken if he supposes that the phrase takes any 
note of the rate of interest charged to those who make the journey. It 
is in the necessity for resort to our people that the sting of the phrase 
lies; and Sir SrUART SAMUEL'S argument, taken to jits logical conclu- 
sion, would mean that no Jew ought to possess any means of affording 
anyone moneytary help or aid. Is that what he wouid have us under- 
stand? We wouldadd an expression of the hope that moneylenders who 
carry on their trade discreditably will never find a seat atthe Board, But 
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the best way to guard against that is by creating such a healthy public 
opinion on the question that no such person would ever be elected by a 
synagogue. If the Board were, nevertheless, troubled by his presence, it 
would surely take similar steps to deal with the nuisance, to those which 
Parliament itself adopts in like cases. But that is a very different thing 
from a wholesale and indiscriminate ban, pillorying the whole com- 
munity, such as that which the Conference happily rejected last Sunday. 


The Jewish Hut. 

Tue pleasant relations which have existed between Jews and the 
Y¥.M.C.A. during the war were again exemplified by the opening of a new 
Y.M.C.A, but in the Strand yesterday week. The funds were provided 
entirely by Jews, and largely by the generosity of Mr. L. P. Jacoss. The 
hut will be open to soldiers who are non-Jews as well as to those who are 
Jews. As our readers are aware, it is not the first Jewish hut, but follows 
several others which it has been the privilege and the happiness of 
members of our own Community to set up. One of the speakers 
at the ceremony referred to, mentioned that a number of 
Jewish subscribers in Manchester had recently contributed over 
£4,000.to assist in establishing a Y.M.C.A. institution in Jerusalem. 
General Sir JOHN MONASH, who took the leading part in last 
week's function, and who will be remembered as the brilliant Jew 
in command of the Australian Army Corps, was described by Mr. 
ZANGWILL ina letter of apology, as “ 
first Jewish Governor of Palestine.’ It is a happy thought, for nobody 
would more effectively typify the comradeship which has accompanied 
the Jewish and non-Jewish soldiers of Britain through the long war, and 
the continued brotherliness on which rests so largely the future of the 
Jewish race. It is regrettable that so encouraging a function as that in 
the Strand last week, was marred, in the way complained of in the 
Fewish World, whose observations on the point we reprint. We wil lonly 
say that such carelessness—and we suppose it was really that—on reli- 
gious matters is a bad example for the young Jews, for whose “ uplift” 
specially the Hut is intended. 


East End Reconstruction: Two Ministers’ Testimony. 


IN response to our appeal last week, aprofoes the new East End 
Reconstruction movement, the Rev. J. F. STERN has, with commendable 
promptitude, sent us a communication on the subject, together witha 
report on East End conditions, which he handed to the United Synagogue 
some months ago. We ask our readers’ very careful attention to this 
report, for it reveals a state of things which can only be described as 
appalling. There can be very few of London Jewry who are aware of 
the condition of affairs, as painted by Mr. STERN, or who realise that, in 
this matter, the Community is reclining on a volcano. And there will 
be none at all who will understand why a report of this description, pre- 
sented by a gentleman of the experience and authority of Mr. STERN, is 
apparently pigeon-holed, or, at any rate, not followed by any intelligent 
and adequate action. We are very glad, however, to give the document 
the light of day, and we devoutly trust that, together with the valuable 


as/._ontribution on the subject from Rabbi Dr. GOLLANCz which we also 


publish this week—we are glad, by the way, tosee that the rev. zgentle- 
man has recovered from his recent indisposition—it will be the means 
of rousing our community to a sense of the gravity of the position which 
confronts it. The situation cries to Heaven for sane and earnest 
measures, and we can only neglect it at our own peril. Itis manifest 
that earnest workers like Miss NeTTig ADLER and the Rev. A. A. 
GREEN are not moving a bit too soon in this matter 


Unseemly Controversy. 


WE are not surprised, or in the least sorry, that the application to 
the Courts last Tuesday for a writ of certiorari to quash the corviction of 
Mr. Henry SAMUEL for making use of language calculated to promote a 
breach of the peace, was not successful. On the facts of the case it would 
appear that the Magistrate was bound to convict, and if the remarks which 
led to the conviction were as painful and offensive to Christian sentiment 
as from Mr. Justice DARLING'S observations they would appear to have 
been, there will certainly be no sympathy on the part of Jews with the 
convicted person in this matter. We very much doubt the advisability 
of letting loose theological controversies in a public park, and it would 
surely have been better had the propagandists, who apparently attempted 
in this way the conversion of a Jew to Christianity, turned their energies 
to better purpose. Nobody -will for one instant, we imagine, condone 
the action of the defendant in this case as revealed by the evidence. It 
was as ill-mannered as, from the Jew!sh controversial point of view, it 
was ill-conceived. Judaism does not need to be defended by obnoxious 
utterances, or by wounding the feelings of the professors of other creeds. 
In the circumstances, the Divisional Court last Tuesday, it seems to us, 
was perfectly justified in refusing to quash the conviction,

Tue obverse side of this case was presented in the same Court, on 
the same day, by an action for libel brought against a newspaper by the 
Ideal Film Renting Co. In this instance, the change by a number of 
Jews, who constitute the company, of their German-sounding names, led to 
the publication of a libellous article in the paper, which insinuated that the 
company was composed of Germans. In fact, it was the desire to respect 
public feeling at a time of national crisis, by altering names with 
a Teutonic appearance, that brought down upon the company 
the members of which were of English nationality by birth the 
unjust attack complained of; while in the case referred to 
above, it was the refusal to respect the very natural  senti- 
ments of the public that was condemned. Surely, when people take steps 
to avoid hurting public susceptibilities by masquerading in German. 
sounding names, they are doing their duty and ought rather to be com- 
mended than attacked for their action. We congratulate these core-

WHO IS A JEW? 


>> — 
By MENTOR. 


HE question which forms the caption of this contrib’ on may to 
some appear an astonishing one. It may seem remarkable that 


the subject should remain a question at this time of day, and one 

moreover that, although finding a place in a Jewish paper, will 
not, to the average reader, seem anomalous. The fact that various 
readers will, it is certain, te disposed to give different answers to the 
question, proves that it is a subject meet for consideration. 
There is, however, if such be needed, further evidence that the question 
is a question among us. For quite lately, a member of that strange 
body known as the “ League of British Jews,” ventured to publish his 
answer tothe query, while another from the same brotherhood (or perhaps 
it was not another) also wrote challenging the right of Sir Alfred Mond 
to call himself a “ Jew,” because he had done so on the strength of his 
birth and descent. It will be recollected, further, that the “ No khaki, 
no soup ”’ baronet likewise recently challenged Sir Alfred's right to call 
himself a Jew. Allusion was made in this column last week to Sic 
Charles Henry's escapade in that direction. It must be clear that there 
are at least some British Jews who do not know who is a Jew. 


HE writer who objected to Sir Alfred Mond’s being deemed a Jew 
was apparently moved to do so because someone in Sir Alfred's 
behalf made the statement that “ he is a Jew, proud of his descent, and 
loyal toit. There is not a drop of German blood in his veins.” The 
“ British Leaguer” tells us he is appalled by the second sentence. 
He says that nationality is not defined by a man’s “blood”; and 
that is true, if political tiationality be meant. The writer in 
question goes on to argue that upon such a plea as has thus 
been set forth on Sir Alfred’s behalf, Sir Alfred Mond is “no 
more British than his father was German,” and contends that “ that is 
anti-Semitism at its crudest and its worst.”’ I cannot follow his contention. 
I should say, on the contrary, that the argument used by this writer him- 
self and not the statement applied to Sir Alfred Mond, was anti-Semitism at 
its crudest and its worst. Fecanse the point that anti-Semites make, 
is that there cannot be loyal citizenship in a person whose “ blood” is 
other than that of the country in which the citizen dwells. To say then 
that the statement made about Sir Alfred Mond, because it carried with it 
the implication that he is “ no more British than his father was German,” 
conceded to anti-Semites their position, is really tantamount to saying 
that the anti-Semitic theory is right. In point of fact, it is true that Sir 
Alfred Mond has not a drop of German blood in his veins. It is also 
right to say that nationality is, as this British League writer observes, for 
political purposes a political and not an ethnical concept. But he goes on 
to contend that Sir Alfred Mond has no business to say that he is “a Jew 
proud of his descent and loyal to it,” if sir Aliced does not mean that in 
the purely religious sense. He thinks, therefore, that the employment 
by Sir Alfred Mond, or on his behalf, of the name of “ Jew,” is “ todebase 
a great and sacred term,” and that “pride in Jewish descent can only (I 
have ventured the italics) show itself in loyalty to the religion which gives 
that descent worth.” | 


HE other League writer defends the definition of “ Jew” as being 
one “professing the Jewish religion.” He explains that the 
description was adopted in one of the Oaths Acts passed in the eighteenth 
century, and he goes on to deduce from the phrase tlie fact that “ Jew” 
is “a religious label” (his own italics), and ends up by suggesting that 
in his view, the definition is perfectly in accord with traditional Judaism. 
For he reminds us that what he calls the “ ancient declaration ‘338% 3)” 
by which he refers to the words, “ Iam a Hebrew,” put into the mouth of 
the Prophet Jonah, wasequivalentto a declaration that the Prophet was one 
who professed the Jewish religion. Ot course, the writer when he uses the 
word “ professes’ means “proclaims,” and does not intend to convey 
the other sinister meaning which attaches to the word. It will be seen, 
then, that the answer which at least these " British Leaguers” would make 
to the question “Who is a Jew?" would be: “ He who professes the Jewish 
religion.’ And I will say at once that with that definition I am not inclined 
to quarrel. It is one which strikes me as all-embracing; and, just because 
it is indefinite in one sense which I shall presently show, it seems to me 
to be all the more satisfactory for the purpose for which it was intended, 
It occurs to me, however, that the phrase was purposely chosen by 
a clever Parliamentary draughtsman who, with the interests of the legal 
profession of which he was most probably a member before him, 
devised a form of words which was capable of satisfying the most diverse 


views, and so could constitute splendid material for interminable forensic 
argument. 


For, far from being conclusive, as the League writer supposes, the 

definition he adopts only shifts the argument. Because, if we 
accept the definition, we are forced back to the question; What is meant 
in the definition by fhe term Jewish religion? Clearly, it cannot 


mean the whole of the Jewish religion—it cannot mean that only 


those people are to be deemed Jews who profess the whole of the 
Jewish religion. That would disfranchise an endless number in this 
country and would surely make great inroads in the ranks of the League 
of British Jews, even if we wert no forther.. But such a body as the 
Council of the United Synagogue would not bear the test, nor, it occurs 
to me, would the members of the Board of Lord Swaythling’s Federation, 
It must be obvious that when the Act of Parliament spoke “ of persons 
professing the Jewish religion,” it did not refer to the whole of the 
Jewish religion. If the defini ion then means that those persons are Jews 
who profess a part of the Jewish religion—the next question is, what 
part? Forinstance, the observance of the seventh-day Sabbath 
is a very important part ot the Jewish religion. Yet the sect of 
seventh-day Baptists which observes the seventh day as Sabbath, 


a s or the Jezreelites who also observe Saturday as the Sabbath, 
“Wy would not be deemed “persons professing the Jewish religion.” .

By parity of argument, a Unitarian would not be considered a person 
“ professing the Jewish religion,” although he would be professing the 
main princir' + of Judaism, viz., the unity of God. Nor woulda Unitarian 
be so regardcd who observed the seventh day as a Sabbath, who abstained 
from food Pentateuchally forbidden, even if he also regularly attended syna- 
gogue on the festivals, Clearly, the mere profession of Jewish religious 
doctrines and the observance of Jewish religious ordinances, which is what 
the League writer means by “professing the Jewish religion,” does not make 
a person a Jew. This can best be shown by the case of a would-be convert 
to Judaism. Before the proselyte is admitted he or she believes in Jewish 
doctrine, and is willing to carry out Jewish practices. Yet that in itself 
does not ‘gpastitute the proselyte a Jew or Jewess. Why? And why, 
notwithstanding, do I say that I agree with the League writer that the 


definition of a Jew as one “ professing the Jewish religion,” is an accept: 
able one ? | 


ET me proceed to square, so to say, what may appear paradoxical, 
A person is not a Jew merely by virtue of belief in religious tenets, 
or because he observes certain practices and certain customs. These, 
to be sure, are essential in a loyal and consistent Jew. But a Jew can.be 
disloyal and inconsistent and still be a Jew—there are thousands upan 
thousands of them! It is, therefore, clear that the word religion,” when 
applied to Jews, means something more than, and something different from, 
belief in religious tenets or the observance of certain practices and customs, 
And it is because the word “religion” thus means something different, 
when applied to the Jew than when applied to the non-Jew, that I 
accept the League writer's definition of “ Jew ” as one professing, or shall 
we say proclaiming or acknowledging himself of the Jewish religion. When 
a man does that, he professes, or proclaims, or acknowledges something 
more than that he observes certain practices and certain customs. He 
professes, or proclaims, or acknowledges, that he belongs ta 
the Jewish people, either by birth or by choice. And that belonging to 
the Jewish people, is in truth, an essential, an obvious essential, of 
the Jewish religion. It is not the whole of what the Jewish religion 
demands, but, as 1 have shown, a person, on the other hand, can 
believe and can practise everything that Judaism prescribes religiously 
and still not be a Jew. So long, however, as he professes himself, 
proclaims himself, acknowledges himself to be a Jew—if to the Jewish 
people he belongs—a Jew he is. And, therefore, when the “ Leaguer” 
says that a Jew is a man who “ professes the Jewish religion,” he is right, 
but, on the other hand, the implications of the word “ religion "’ occur to 
him, I expect, very differently from what they occur to the present writer 
and from what they are in fact. 


ET us see what proof we have of this interpretation of the word 

“ Religion ”’ as it applies to Jews. 1 have mentioned a person 
who, born a Christian, intends to become a proselyte. Before— 
immediately before—that person is admitted as a Jew or a Jewess, 


he or she surely believes and possibly practises just as much or as little of 
what Judaism prescribes as religious belief or practice, as will be the cass 
(Continued on next page.) 
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after proselytism. But the difference lies in this: up to the moment that 
the proselyte is admitted, the proselyte has not professed, proclaimed or 
acknowledged himself or herself to be one of the Jewish people. The 
admission of the proselyte is an acknowledgment on the part of those 
representing the Jewish people for the time being, that the proselyte is 
regarded henceforth as a Jew or a Jewess. On the part of the proselyte, 
the ceremony is an acknowledgment that henceforth the proselyte will 
regard himself or herself as a Jew or a Jewess. If we would have further 
proof of this, we can find it in the very two words which the League 
writer so triumphantly, in proof of bis contention, qaotes—‘S28 a 
“Tl am a Hebrew.” It is the answer which is placed in the 
mouth of the Prophet Jonah, but the answer to what? He was 
not asked what he believed or what he practised. He was 
asked: “Whence comest thou? What is thy country and of 
what people art thou?" And his answer was: “I am a Hebrew,” 
just as to an analogous question a man might say I am an Englishman 
ora German. Not much of religion, as the League writer envisages it, 
was there in the question put to or this part of the answer given by 
Jonah! But Jonah added these words: “ And I fear the Lord, the God 
of Heaven,” and thus he linked nationality to belief and creed as in the 
Jewish religion they are bound up one with another. We may take 
from the same great book just another illustration, When 
Ruth refused to leave her mother-in-law. Naomi, what was her 
plea for or promise concerning, her remaining with her? ‘ Thy people 
shall be my people,” she exclaimed. “Thy God shall be my God.” 
Here again there is a linking of nationality and religious belief. 
Belief in God, as the Jew believes—belief in the God-unity and an 
acknowledgment of belonging to the Jewish people—there is the essence 
of the meaning of Religion as applied to the Jew. A man who professes 
the Jewish religion then, is a man who acknowledges, at least, his con- 
ception of God in accordance with the Jewish idea. But that alone is 
not sufficient. He also by implication professes, proclaims, and acknow- 
ledges himself to be of the Jewish people. 


OW, let us apply this to Sir Alfred Mond. He may be, asa Jew, a 
bad specimen. He may be, and probably is, an unobservant and 
inconsistent one. As a Jew, he may be weak in his belief, his practice 
may be mere negation and his disposition may be assimilative. I do not 
know. I hope that I have, for the purpose of argument, overrated Sir 
Alfred’s shortcomings asa Jew. But assumeall I have said about him. 
Still, be bas a perfect right to call himself a Jew, and so to be deemed so 
long as his conception of God Is the Jewish conception and so long as he 
proclaims himself one of the Jewish people. The definition which the 
League writer has given to “ Jew” is thus to the one who has a true 
conception of the word “ religion,” asit applies to. the Jew, an-all- 
sufficing, all-embracing definition. For a man who professes the Jewish 
religion, let it be repeated, does not merely profess belief in certain doc- 
trines or merely proclaim his observance of certain tenets. Assuredly, again 
he does not necessarily profess to believe the whole of the doctrine 
and teaching of Judaism; or to observe every rite and ceremony which 
Jewish Law and ‘practice set forth. But he does proclainr his betief im the 
Jewish conception of God, or his disbelief in any other conception, and he 
proclaims, his adhesion too, to the Jewish people. 


"THE Jewish religion is religious in the ordinary semse and potitical 
in a certain sense—if, that is to say, adhesion to a people can be 
called political—the two senses are indivisible. Tobe a true Jew, a 


complete Jew, a man must profess and believe in the doctrines of 
Judaism, must observe generally Jewish rites and ceremonies, and must 
proclaim himselt also as, and be in fact, one of the Jewish people. It 
is as ridiculous, as vicious, to limit the term “ religion,” when applied to 
the Jew, to doctrine, faith, belief, or observance, to what is known as 
religion in the ordinary sense, as it is to limit the term “ Jew” to its 
racial or political implications. Religion with the Jew means both the 
one and the other, as all Jewish history, tradition, and teaching go amply 
to show. That is why I venture to agree with the League writer's 
definition of Jew’ as being “ a person professing the Jewish religion ”’— 
providing, of course, the interpretation of the term “ Religion” is such 
as to be in accord with all that in Judaism it means.

Foreign and Dominion News. 


Ex-President Taft on Justice to the Jews. 


Mr. William Howard Taft, ex-President of the United States, contributed 


- to the Philadelphia Public Ledger aw editorial arti¢le, from which the follow- 


ing are extracts :—The earnest effort of the Jews of the United States to induce 
our executive to remedy the intolerable condition of their co-religionists in the 
backward countries of Europe has often been met and defeated by the argument 
that our Government cannot interfere with the domestic affairs of another 
nation. This argument has little if any application to the present situation, 
There is much‘evidence accumalating to show that the pfogroms and abuses 
of the Jews continue in the countries where they have heretofore existed, and 
that the chaotic and lawless condition in these countries has offered an oppor- 
tunity for the cruel gratification of race and religious prejadice. On the whole, 
it is not too much to say that the people of the Jewish race have suffered more 
in this war, as non-combatants, than any other people, unless it be the Serbians 
and the Armenians. 

One of the great projects of the Congress of Powers at Versailles is to set 
up independent governments in the territories of the Russian Jewish Pale. We 
shall be derelict in our daty if we do not require, as part of the fundamental law 
of these new Republics, that the Jews shall have as great religious freedom 
as they have in the United States. But we must do more. We must have a 
League of Nations to see to it that such fundamental law demanded by the treaty 
shall beenforced. We find full precedent for such a provision in the law in 
the treaty made by the Congress at Berlin, in which Bulgariaand Rumania 
were established as independent countries. Rumania, which had long been a 
heinous siqner against the Jews, was forced by the Berlin Congress to accept 
as part of iponstitution a declaration that there should be complete religious 
freedom, and that no citizen should be discrimimated against on account 
of his religion in any respect. The Rumanian Government bad the audacity, 
after incorporating the guarantee in-its fundamental law, to declare and hold 
that Jews who had lived in Rumania for two or three hundred years, father 
and son, were not citizens, but were aliens. In this way the protection of the 
Jews provided for in the treaty of Berlin was flouted, and this was after 
Rumania had secured recognition as a Government on an additional promise of 
air treatment of the Jews. 

Let us have no farcical result in working out this treaty of Versailles. 
Could we find a stronger argument for a League of Nations than this igno- 
minious failure of that Congr@ss in 1879, under the presidency of Lismarck, 
to carry out its declared purpose? If there be any people who should be 
earnestly in favour of a League of Nations as the outgrowth and the condition 
of this treaty now being framed at Versailles, the Jews are that people. 


The Pogrom Agitation in Poland and Hungary. 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C., | 

According to the latest messages, the agitation against the Jews is still in 
full swing in Lemberg. The official organ of Lemberg, the Gazefta Livowska, 
accuses the Jews of holding secret conferences to plant Bolshevism and Anarchy 
in Lemberg. The Wiek Nowy goes a step farther; it charges the Zionists 
with secret anti-Polish plots and with inducing the “ fanatic’ partisans to shoot 
from well-chosen hidden places at Polish soldiers.” The Polak Manji 
openly proclaims that the boycott agaimst the Jews in Poland will be continued 
at all costs. 

The situation is also very precarious in many parts of the former Hungarian 
Kingdom. In the public houses at Budapest an open agitation to massacre Jews 
is im progress. At Puho, in addition to plundering all shops belonging to Jews, 
a Jewess was murdered. The communities of Hadas and Turzo lost all they 
possessed during the pogroms. In many places Jews were exiled within 
twenty-four hours. Under the pretext of looking for weapons, houses were 
searched in some towns and al) valuables were removed. Cases are known 
of Jews having been taken to churches and beaten for retusing to change their 
religion. Very often Jews residing in villages aband: ne! everything and ran 
for safety to the towns, only to find a pogrom movement on foot there too. A 
Rumanian Commission is inquiring into the terrible pogrom which took place 
at Naszod. The Commission includes a Jew among its members. 

At Holleschau, soldiers, after a struggle, disarmed the Jewish Self-Defence 
Company and plundered all businesses and houses. The Jews Griinbaum (a 
discharged soldier who served in the trenches) and Gratzer were killed. The 
material losses amount to many millions of crowns, Large numbers of Jews 


fled from the town. The pogrom lasted two days. 


JEWISH DEPUTATION TO HUNGARIAN MINISTRY. 

Rabbi Dr. Reich headed a Jewish deputation to the Hungarian Minister 
of Justice. The Jews demanded energetic action against the rioters and com- 
pensation for the sufferers by the pogroms. Above all, they urged the 
adoption of the principle of making every municipality responsible for the com- 
pensation to be given to pogrom sufferers and for the taxation of the inhabitants 
of a city in which pogroms occurred, for the pyrpose of raising the funds 
required for the restoration of the damaged homes. The deputation argued 
that such a measure was the best remedy against pogroms. The Minister of 
justice stated that the Government was anxious to suppress all pogroms, and 
he promised to consider favourably the question of compensation. 


Communal Electicns at Wilna. 

COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 

The communal elections at Wilna have brought no decisive results to any 
party. The seats were keenly contested, and the register was compiléd on a 
very broad and democratic basis. The Zionists form the strongest party in 
the new Council, having secured twenty-four seats. The Bund follows with 
twenty-three members, and the People’s Party has ten representatives, The 
Artisans’ Union secured seven seats, ihe Socialists and Poalei-Zionists three 
places each, the Orthodox Zionists, Democrats, and Orthodox Party two each, 
and the Commercial Union one seat. Among the successful candidates are the 
Chief Rabbi of Wilna, Dr. Rubinstein; Rabbi Grodzinsky, and the members of 
the Lithuanian Government, M. Rosenbaum and (rs. Wigodsky and 


Rachmilevitch ; as well as the well-known Jewish leaders, Dr. Shabod and M. 
Shalit, and the writer, M. Raisin. 


Convention of Orthodox Ministers in Am>rica. 


The Jewish Ministers’ Association of America held its second annual Con- 
vention last month in New York. The meeting was held jointly with the first 
convention of a.Union of Orthodox Congregations, considerably over two 
hundred of which sent lay representatives, mostly from New York. At the 
inaugural meeting a memorial prayer for those who had been killed in the recent 
pogroms was recited. On the second day, practical and inspiring addresses 
on Palestine were delivered by Messrs. Balkind and  Sheiokin 
respectively, both of whom have lived in’ Palestine and are 
returning thither. Mr. Sheinkin appealed to those whom he was 
addressing to become shareholders in the Jewish Commonwealth Society, 
the object of which is to buy land im Palestine. Mr Reuben 
Brainin pleaded for the cultivation of Hebrew as a spoken languare.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


JEWISH REPRESENTATION AT THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


At the New West End Synagogue, on Sunday last, a meeting of the Board 
of Deputies was held, the morning session being devoted to the ordinary meet- 
ing of the Board, while the afternoon was occupied in completing the considera- 
tion, by a Conference of Delegates, of the draft clauses of the proposed 
revision of the tard, Sir Sruarr SAMUEL presided. 

The PRESIDENT, before proceeding with the business on the Agenda, made 
reference to the bereavement the Royal Family had sustained through the death 
of Prince Jobn. A resolution of condolence with the King and Queen was 
carried in silence 

The President called attention to the position of Russian Jews repatriated 
or proposed to be repa ria'ed. He pointed out the difficulties of the situation, 
and said that the greatest care was necessary in making representations to the 
Government. While it was desirable that relatives of married men now in Russia 
should rejoin them as early as possible, it would be unwise to send the families 
back without the assurance that they could rejoin their menfolk. Access to 
Russia was now difficult, and it was not always known where the repatriated 
men were. 

Mr. B. A. Fersut (Darlington) said that to send the wives and children to 
Russia without the possibility of their rejoining their husbands would be 
inbuman. 

The SoLiciror AND SECRETARY read the following reply to the Board's 
message of welcome to the l’resident of the United States :— 

“ The President directs me to acknowledge the receipt of your kind letter. 
It is indeed very gratifying to receive such assurances of your good wishes.” 

It was reported that representations bad been received from alien Jews 
who were being re-interned after temporary release. The CHAIRMAN said that 
the Board had the matter in hand, and it was believed from official assurances 
that aliens employed on important work would not be re-interned. 

On the motion fot the reception of the report of the Food Committee, 

Councillor S. FinburGH (Manchester) called attention to the bardship likely 
to be inflicted upon the Jewish poor by the high prices to be charged for matzos. 
He saw that the ; rice for London was to be 11 }d. and for the provinces 104d. 
He thought it was an abominable shame that matzos should be charged at such 
@ price at the present time. He wanted to know, in the first place, why the 
Government should charge 30s. per sack to the detriment of the Jewish Com- 
munity. (Cries of “Order,” during which the President called the 
speaker to order.) He contended that the Government werg levying a charge 
of 2d. per pound on matzos. He calculated that with giving the bakers 25 per 
cent. profit, the true price should be £8 10s. per sack, or practically 84d. per 
pound. 

It was pointed out by members of the Board that the price was the same as 
that charged to biscuit manufacturers. 

Councillor FINBURGH said that biscuits were a luxury, while matzos were 
a necessity. He pleaded on behalf of the poor of the Community, to whom 
the price would be a real bardship. 

The matter then dropped. 

Professor Dr. BUCHLER (Sunderland) asked what had been done in relation 
to the deplorable condition of the Jews of Hungary and Transylvania where 
Outrages had taken place. 

Sir STUART SAMUEL assured Dr. Biich!er that the Joint Foreign Committee 
was watching the pos.tion, 

| THE PEACE CONFERENCE, 

A letter (already printed in the Jewisu CHRONICLE) was read from the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, acknowledging a memorial to H.M. 
Government, setting out the views of the Committee in regard to the Jews of 
Eastern and South-Eastern Europeto be placed before the Peace Conference. 

Mr, Lucien WOLF said that a Central International Bureau had been set 
up to facilitate co-ordination « f the work of the various delegates attending the 
Conference. So far only the British and Frénch representatives had arrived, 
but as other delegations arrived, their secretaries would automatically become 
members of the Bureau. The Joint Foreign Committee was about to appoint a 
delegation from that body. 

Mr. A. MONTEFIORE (Ayr), in moving, 

“Thatin the opinion of this meeting steps should be taken forthwith to obtain 
direct Jewish representation at the Peace Table Conference in the manner prescribed 
to other uations,” 
said it was with a view to arriving at a definite decision one way or another 
on the question that he put forward his motion. If the Board had been as 
active in the maiter as it ought to bave been, there would have been no need 
for his present action. At the last meeting, Mr. Henriques put forward bis 
views upon the question. Mr. Henr:ques was aprominent member of the Board, 
but on the question of Palestine he ventured to think that Mr. Henriques bad 
made a mistake. The question of Palestine wasa difficult one, but that was no 
reason why the Board should not face it. He wanted to see Jews at the Peace 


- Conference because the question was essentially a Jewish one, and it could not be 


settled by non-Jews, satisfactorily, atany rate, tothe Jews. It had been said that 
the question of Palestine would be dealt with by the League of Nations. Then 
the policy of the British Government as enunciated by Mr. Balfour would 
provide no difficulties so far as the Jews were concerned. The Peace Confer- 
ence would deal with matters that might be difficult. There was the question 
of the Arabs. The Jews bad no desire to turn the Arabs out. But there was 
more than the mere materialistic considerations to be advanced in favour of the 
Jews being represented at the Peace Conference ; it was the mora! effect which 
the return of the Jews to Palestine would have. It would be an example of the 
vindication of faith. Dvuring the war there had been a falling-off everywhere of 
religious belief and practice. It would be for the Jews to show what real faith 
in religion meant. In the past he had heard that it was the Turks that 
would never agree to Jews setting up a State in Palestine. Now it was 
the Arabs who were supposed to be the great stumbling-block. But what was 
the stumbling-block ? They did not propose to take the country from the Arabs 
nor to dispossess them. In dealing with the question they had to consider 
Jewry asa whole. They had to remember, in treating the question from the 
materialistic point of view, that for years, for centuries, other people had been 
settled in Palestine and bad done nothing for the country ; but when the Jews 
came and settled there, they prospered and became successful citizens and 
improved the country. He believed that when the Jews settled in the country 
in larger numbers they would not only themselves prosper, but would make 
labour and industry for the Arab and other peoples, who would prosper as well. 

The motion having been formally seconded by Mr. J. TRENNER (West 
Hartlepoo!), 

The Cuare MAN said that he would like to ask Mr. Montefiore whether he bad 
considered what would be the position of the Board if the proposal werecarried. Had 
be read Dr. Weizmann’s speech at Mile End, in which he said that to set up a 

ewish State would be not only unwise but unjust? The first question would 

who was to be the representative at the Conference. If the Board attempted 

to send a delegate to advance Mr. Montefiore's contention, it would be in 

opposition to Dr. Weizmann's declaration and would put the Board in a most 
serious position. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE, in reply, confessed to having the greatest admiration for 


Dr. Weizmann as an eminent Zionist, but be did not consider him to bea 


statesman. He believed a fit representative could be found among the Jews of 


this country or in America, He believed Sir Stuart himself would make avery © 


admirable representative. (Applause.) But despite that, he was sure that the 
President himself would agree that his brother, Mr. Herbert Samuel, would 
make an even more admirable representative. In the whole of the world’s 
Jewry Mr. Samuel stood out as a great character. (Applause) He would 
carry the matter to a great success. What was the Board afraid of? He for 
his part would rather see a man try and fail than to run away without any 
attempt being made. (Hear, hear.) It was a great question, bristling with 
difficulties, and he believed Mr. Herbert Samuel to be the man to solve them. 
_ Sir STUART SAMUEL said he appreciated the compliment with reserva- 
tions—({laughter)—that Mr. Montefiore had paid him. 

On the motion being put to the vote it was declared lost, 10 voting in its 
favour and 24 against. 

Mr. B, S. Straus (East London) moved : 

That the Board petition H.M. Government to consult Sir Stuart M. Samuel, 
Bart., and Mr. C. G. Montefiore, as Presidents of the Joint Foreign Committee, on all 
matters concerning the important interest of the Jews that will come before the Peace 
Conference. 

The PRESIDENT, however, pointed out that the Joint Committee were 
considering the matter. Mr. Straus accordingly withdrew his motion. 


Conference of Delegates. 


REVISION OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


MONEYLENDERS AND THE BOARD. 


The adjourned Conference of Delegates to consider the revision of its 
constitution was held on Sunday afternoon. 

The PRESIDENT referred to Clause 43 making a confirmatai,; meeting 
necessary when any resolution is not carried by aclear two-thirds’ majority 
of the members present. Sir Stuart said that the letter of the clause was too 
exacting and did not interpret the real spirit of the framers of the draft. What 
was meant was that any resolution making a change in the Constitution of the 
Board must have a two-thirds’ majority, or else be submitted to a confirmatory 
meeiing. At the confirmatory meeting a bare majority would only be required 
to give effect toa resolution. The President then exnlained that in order to 
facilitate progress, he proposed to put Clause 12 to the vote in sections. The 
first section, excluding persons under the age of twenty-one from membership 
of the Board, was carried unanimously. 

The debate on the proposed exclusion of moneylenders was then resnmed. 

Mr. Fe.ix Rose, O.B.E. (Liverpool), said that he could not beleve 
that the Board was desirous of having moneylenders within its 
membership when it was known that the Board was the only 
real body representative of Jewry that the Government would 
listen to. The Board ought, therefore, to be able to present a clean 
sheet. It was stated at the last meeting that to pass this clause would not be 
acting in a democratic manner, and that it would be binding the hands of the 
congregations by attempting to exclude certain classes. He ventured to say 


that it would free more congregations than it would fetter. In a 
small congregation the moneylender, as was often the cas: in the pro- 
vinces, was the most influential man in the congregation. [Ile might have the 
whole congregation in his pocket and be in the position of a Member of 
Parliament for a pocket borough, as was the case in this country 
many years ago. It was all very well to say they had in their 
midst a worthy man who had been three times Mayor of his town, but one 
good moneylender or one hundred good moneylenders wou'd not comp-nsate 
for the damage done by one bad moneylender. Dr. Daictes had said that they 


Ought not to shut out a class, and that moneylenders could go to Parliament. 
\Continucd on next page. 
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He would remind Dr. Daiches that very often deputies to the Board were not 
the subjects of an election, whereas a member of Parliament had to expose his 
record to public inspection and to accept the challenge of the public platform. 
He believed if they excluded moneyienders they would succeed in raising the 
status and dignity of the Board in the eyes of everybody. * » 

Mr. A. MICKLER (Newcastle) said that it was high time they excluded 
moneylenders from the Board. Dr. Daiches had at the tast meeting of the 
Board been careful to disown any family connection with monby- 
lenders. Dr. Daiches was proud of the fact, because he knew that 
moneylending was against Jewish law, and if it were not against Jewish 
law it was a disgrace to the Cemmunity andthe Community should mark its 
disapproval of the practice. The late Chief Rabbi b fore visiting a provincial 
congregation made inquiries about the president of the congregation, 
and Dr. Adler would not be the guest of the president if he were a 
moneylender. The late Chief Rabbi knew that the provinces suffered largely 
because of the Jewish mOneylenders in various towns. ‘It had been said that 
a stigma would rest on the children of moneylenders if the clause were carried, 
He agreed. He wanted the children of moneylenders to feel ashamed of their 
fathers’ calling, and perhaps that would help to mitigate the evil. Such a result 
would go a long way to elevating the status of the Community. 

Mr.J.P. HOLLANDER (St. John’s Wood) asked whether Mr. Mickler knew that 
the late Chief Rabbi visited a moneylender in Sunderland. It wasincorrect to say 
that Dr. Adler would not visit a moneylender. Whatever might be said of 
moneylenders, it was his opinion that as a race, it was their duty as Jews not 
to ostracise anyone. Hecould quote what moneylenders had done. One of the 
largest proprietors of houses of entertainment was a moneylender, and he had 
given {600 a year to Jewish charities and was a highly respected man, 

Alderman WALFORD (Bayswater) said bis experience had proved that feeling 
was against the Jew because he was regarded as belonging to a class of money- 
lenders. (Cries of “No, no.) The Jewish moneylender from time immemorial 
had been beld up to contempt and was a disgraceto his community. The point 
had been raised that children would be made to suffer, but be believed in the 
Bible it was laid down that to the third and fourth generation children should 
suffer for the sins of their parents. 

Mr. S. H. EMANUEL (Southampton) said that he held no brief for money- 
lenders, nor did he like them, but if the Board was going toexcludeoneclass of man 
where were they going tostop’? (Hear, bear.) If amoneylender was received as a 

They might proscribe moneylenders, but 
moneylerders had not always given the Community a bad name. There were 
other businesses that had brought Judaism a bad name. Fethaps some of the 
members remembered the old clothes man, who was once supposed to typify 
English Jews. Wasthat any reason for proscribing that body of men? Again, 
if they were going to exclude moneylenders, why should they not exclude 
moneylenders’ touts and the persons who provided moneylenders with the means 
to carry on their calling? (Cheers). If they wanted to wash themselves of 
everything, let them proscribe everybody. (Laughter). He believed at one time 
a class of people known as Scribes and Pharisees were proscribed. He did not 
know whether the Board thought it ought to proscribe scribes to-day. ‘Then, 
the publican, who in olden times was the tax-gatherer, was proscribed. Did 
the Board propose to proscribe the publican to-day? .. . . 

Mr. S. NEWMAN (New Synagogue) said there were many Jews who were 
disgrace to the Community. All such people ought to be ostracised. _ 

Mr. Nevi_ve D. Conen (Sydney), as a Colonml delegate, testified to the 
honour in which the Board of LD)+puties was held abroad. The ideathat a money- 
lender could be a member of the Board would do great harm in the Colonies, | 
and he thought the moneylender ought to be excluded. The Board wanted ‘to 
raise themselves up to the highest plane of regard, but if they included any 
class of man they would drive from their midst many desirable elements. 

Mr. A. Ruwens (Dalston) said he did aot remember. that the Board had ever 
felt any inconvenience from moneylenders under their old constitution. In such 
matters as these they ought to be very conservative. The outcry against 
moneylenders was not greater now than it had been in the past, for there were 
always good moneylenders and bad ones He had no sympathy with them, 

but he did not believe the Board was right in stigmatising them as a class. ° If 
a provincial congregation sent a moneylender to represent them, the Board 
would not be influenced by him unless his views were sound ones. Many 
provincial congregations had London members to represent them. oe 

Mr.S. E pe Haas (Middlesbrough) said that moneylending wasthecurse of 
democracy. Jews did not suffer so much from its evil effects in Engiandasin other 
countries, where usury bad been the cause of many pogroms against the Jews. 
An Act of Parliament had been passed in this Country to make moneylending, 
at usurious rates, criminal, and a moneylender was labelled with 4 yellow 
ticket. Mr. Hollander had referred to the charity of a certain moneylender. 
What did he do? He opened his cinemas on Sunday, and in order to do so he 
gave part of the proceeds to charity. Because if he had not. done so he could 
not have opened his cinemas at all, That was not charity; that was cute 
business. 

Mr. R. Katz (West End Talmud Torah) said that .to exclude the money- 
lenders from the Board would be to please their enemies, and he thought, in 
fact, that they would please their enemies still more if Jews of all kinds were 
excluded here. (Hear, hear.) He believed the proposal-was fatal! not only to 
the good of Jewry here but in the whole world. " , 

Dr. JOCHELMAN (Woolwich) said that he had heard Dr. Daiches' proud 
denial of any connection with moneylenders. He could not say that he was in 
the same position. He had to confess that his father and his grandfather 
were connected with moneylending. But they were not moneylenders, | 
They were borrowers. (Loud laughter.) [Sir Stuart Samuel: We do not 
propose to ostracise borrowers. (Renewed laughter.)} Dr. Jochelman, said he 
mentioned the matter because he and his family had suffered heavily from 
moneylenders. He remembered when a moné¢ylender was the most important 
man in acertain town in which he lived. When this man died, he afid his ° 
family were horrified to hear the Rabbi say that the deceased had his heart in 
the right place but that it was a golden heart. (Laughter). His (Dr. Jochel- 
man's) father commented upon the Rabbi's praise of the usurer. “I said,” 
explained Dr. Jochelman, “you do not understand. His heart was in the 
right place and it was a golden heart. It ought to have been in the left place 
and of blood.” (Cheers and cries of “ Bravo.") Before speaking upon the 
motion, he had questioned everybody with whom he could discuss the matter, 
about moneylenders. He found that no one had a good word to say for 
them, and it should follow that the moneylender ought to be excluded. But he was 
not going to give his vote against them for this reason. It was said that money- 
lenders lived on the interestof money lent. But was it not the case that that was 
how thev all lived? (Hear, bear.) Mr Bonar Law, in the House of Commons, 
had admitted that a few hundred shares in a shipping company he held were 
yielding some hundreds per cent. of interest. A bank was a very fine institu- 
tion, but a bank would not lend money to poor people. The moneylender was 
often the only person to whom people in need of money, such as poor people in 
the East End, could go. He bad heard it said that the revision of the constitution 
was an attempt to democratise the Board. In the proposed clause he saw not 

an attempt to democratise but a continuation of the old system. (Cheers), 

’ Lieut, ADOLPH LupLow (Edinburgh) said that the matter was receiving 
prominence out of all proportion to what it deserved. They were drawing _ 
considerable attention-to the fact that a great number of Jews followed the : 


practice of moneylending. There were good and bad moneylenders as there 


~ 


were good and bad Jews, and while he was anxious to see the status of the 
community Taised; hé failed to set, save for the difference in social standing, 
the difference between a registered nioneylender, a pawnbroker, a banker, or a 
solicitor who advanced money on mortgage. There was a law to protect people 

. from usury, aod he held that it would bs wrong for them to cast the first stone 
at any of their brethren. To be logical, they would have to debar a man from 
membership of a synagogue to jastify debarring him from membership of the 
Board. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack (North London) supported the clause as it stood. He 
wanted the Jews to s:t an example to other peoples. Usury was curse and a 
disgrace. Let them clean themselves of the evil and have on the Board only 
honourable men who would bring credit to Jewry. : 

Mr. Lovis BENJAMIN (South Shield$) said that he had originally voted f 

_ the exclusion of moneylenders, bat the speeches of Dr. Daiches and Mr. S. H. 
Emanuel, and the arguménts inthe Jewish CHRONICLE andthe Jewish World, 
had converted him to the otner side. He now would vote ior Dr. Daiches’ 
amendment. 

Mr. Jostru# ULLMANN (Western) said that in the past Jews had risen to 
the highest positions in the land, despite disadvantages and drawbicks. He 
urged the Board to let well alone. He had no sympathy with moneylenders, 
he would not have them in his housé, but he did not think the Board ought to 
ostracise them as a class. 

Mr. H. S. QO. Henrioues (West London) siid it was not his suggestion in 
committee that words barring moneylenders should be included in the clause, and 
he would have been content if this had not been done. He had heard it asked 
where were they going to stop?. His reply was they were going to stop there, 
There was no doub: that moneylenders had done the ‘greatest harm to the 

‘Community. They were all agreed that the real difficulty was to know what 
to do for the best. When they were asking that moneylenders should be 
excluded he believed they were really working for the freedom of the congre- 
gations by ridding them of persons whocon:rolled their affairs. In regard to the 

’ legal aspect there could be no doubt that to be placed on the list of registered 
moneylenders was a disgrace and a degradation, It was a black list—(Cries of 
“No, no”)—for when the Moneylenters’ Bill was before Parliament, every 
respectable branch of moneylending bus:ness, such as banking, mortgages, etc., 
was carefully excluded. Usury was contrary to Jewish law, to Jewish custom, 
but, unfortanately, not always contrary to Jewish habit. It was suggested that 
if the clause as framed were carried they would be placing a weapon in the 
hands of the anti-Semites. He thought that if they had a cancer they ought at 
once to cut it ont. He wanted to be able to say, as Dr. Jochelman and Dr. 
Daiches bad said: “ We love none but our famil .” (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. S. Muses (Hampstead). though a member of the Committee dealing 
with the clause in question, said that after the discussion that nal taken place 
on the matter he felt it would be better to leave the conStitution as it stood. 

Sruargxr said that although he had proposed the exclusion of 
the moneylenders he had no personal feeling on the question. He did aot know 
the name of a single monaeylender on the Board, and he had made no enquiry 
about any. The first argument against the prop -sal was that it was undemo- 
cratic. But there was no objection to excluding the criminal, and therefore, in 
his view, that argument fell to the ground. Dr. Jochelman had said that there 
was nowhere for the poor Jews of the East End to go to borrow money. Did 
not Dr. Jochelman.know_that the Board of Guardians had a special! loan fund, 
and that at the m ment there was a large sum waiting for borrowers who did 
not come to borrow.it? He would like to ask Mr. Uilmann his reas n for not 
allowing moneylenders inhishouse. Apparently what was not good enough for 
Mr. Ulimaan was good enough forthe Board. The point was that the post of 
deputy was a post of honour, and what he objected to wa$ that these men should be 

* the fecipients of the honoars Offered by the Board If the taunt ever came to 
be raised asainst them that the J-ws had ostracised moneylen ters, it would be 
within their power to retort: Waydo you not do the same? He thought it 
was their bounden duty as-Jews to set the example to others. In the past they had 
had ample proof that the name of Jew was associated with that of moveylender, 
for “go to the Jews” was synonymous with saying, “go to the moneylenders.” 


THE VOTING. 


On the vote being taken, D-. Diiches’ amendment, in so far as it referred 
to moneylenders, was carrie’ by 31 votes for, to 25 against. As no alteration 
was thereby effected in the old constitution, the PaksiveNr ruled that a confirma 
tory meeting would not be necessary. 

Mr. Bertram Jacobs’. amend ment confining disqualification to -ersons con- 

victed of indictable offeaces who were sentenced to imprisonmen’, an 1 providing 

. for the removal of such disqualificatiow in cases where senten>-s had been 

remitted, convictions quashed, or offenders pardoned, was moved by Mr. 

HENRQUES on his behalf, and was alopted. The reservation in respect to 
undischarged bankrupts was likewise modified. 

The other clauses were adopted unanimously and without debate. 

A confirmatory meeting was then held to consider the reso u ion, carried 
at the last meeting by 56 votes for, to 28 against, on the motion of Mr. 4, 
Lambert, giving small congregations of less than twenty-five m+nbers, which 
were already represented on the Board, the right to continue such representa- 
tion. 

Mr. J. LAMBERT (Southport) said that at the last meeting all the members 
did not vote, but, had they done so, he was sure there would have been no need 
for a confirmatory meeting. There was, he believed, a movement to defeat the 
motion on the ground that congregations could include in their numbers lady 
seatholders. In his opinion, a large number of congregations would not take 
the lady seatholders into account. ; 

Mr. Jacoss (Norwich), supported the motion. For years, he said, his 
Congregation had sent a direct delegate to the Board The Congregation 
consisted of thirty-eight members,’some of whocame from Colchester, Harwich, 
and other places. It happened that these distant members were about to jin 
other congregations, wh ch meant, if the motion of Mr. Lambert were defeated, 
that Norwich wou!d become disenfranchised. 

Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES expressed sympathy with the previous speakers, 
but he said they had to draw the line somewhere. He thought twenty-five 
members was low enough. At first the Committee had suggested one bundred 
asthe minimum. He had fought to reduce that to fifty and then to twenty-five, 
which he considered was low enough. 

Mr. Lambert's motion was confirmed by 22 votes for, to 15 against. 


After a vote of thanks to the synagogue authorities for the use of the room 
in which to hold the meeting had been carried,

Mr. M. Dupagrc (Wolverhampton), in moving a vote of thanks to Sir Stuart 
Samuel, said that the Conference was deeply indebred to the Chairman for the 


courtesy, urbanity, and fairness which marked his conduct of a very difficult and — 


delicate procedure. 

The vote was carried amid enthusiastic applause, 

Sir STUART SAMUEL, in acknowledging the compliment, said he hoped 
the new constitution they had just brought into being would redound 
to the credit of the Jewish Community throughout the Empire. 
Doubtless there would be another conference for the revision of the 
constitution before very many years, and he hoped on that occasion they 
would have another Chairman. (Loud criesof “No, no” “You are only in

OPENING CEREMONY. 


A Jewish Hut was opened in the Strand yesterday week. Lieu ..(eneral 
Sir John Monash, D.S.O., K.C.B., G.C.M.G., presided, and there was a 
large and representative communal gathering. 

Mr. Israet Zangwill, telegraphing bis regrets for non-ability to attend, sad 
that he looked upon General Monash as designed by Providence as the first 
Governor of Palestine. 

The Rev Micuarct ApLer, D.S.O., S.C.F., read the 30th Psa'm and the 
following prayer :— 

Sovereign of the universe, look down from Thy holy habitation and in mercy and 
favour accept the prayer and supplication of Thy children, who are ass:m led here to 
cansecrate this building and to offer their thanksgiving unto Thee for all the loving 


kindness and truth thou hast shown unto them. We beseech Thee, let not Thy loving- 
kindness depart nor the covenant of Thy peace be removed from them. To the service 
of those who have manfully done their duty in the cause ofright an! liberty we 


dedicate this building, that here they may resort for friendlycounse! and {or rest —rest 
of mind and rest of body—and be cheered on their way in life. May this Institution 
ever be a centre of helpfulness and encouragement and strength to all 
who come to it. May Thy gracious promise be realised in them. 
shall thou be when thou comest in, and blessed when thou goest out.” 
Bless the work of the hands of those faithful men and women who 
have devoted themselves to the service of their fellow-men in this and similar institu- 
tions, and cause Thy light ever to shine upon them.: May the spirit of comradeship 
and unity, with which men have faced the dangers of war, guide usin solving the 
problems of the peace, which Thou, in Thy abundant mercy, hast vouchsafed unto us. 
Inspire us all with the spirit of wisdom and brotherly lve that, disregarding our 
differences of opinion, we may labour together for the good of our fellow man and 
for his uplifting. Make us glad according to the days in which Thou has afilicted us, 
according to the years in which we have seen evil. {mplant a new heart and a faithful 
spirit in the nations so that envy and hatred p+rish from among the children of men, 
and may they speedily form one league of Brotherhood, bringing justice and righteous- 
ness and proclaiming freedom and peace unto all dwellers on earth. Amen. 

GENERAL MONASH, in declaring the Hut open, paid an eloquent 
tribute to the work of the Y.M.C.A., both at home and abroad. 
Their. work, moreover, he said was not only “backyard” work, but 
was carried right up into the front line. As regards the Jewish 
effort in the war, General Monash said that undoubtedly a very high 
percentage of Jews of all ranks were to be found throughout the Australian 
forces. The Jewish Community had nobly upheld its part in sharing 
the struggle into which civilisation had been plunged. There had been 
no discrimination in the Australian army against Jews. They had had a 
free field and no favours,*and had made the most of their opportunities. 
He thought that it was a magnificent idea that the Hut in which they were for- 
gathered expressed in concrete form the cordiality of the relations between Jews 
and other creeds. He felt that an epoch was marked by the imposition on the 
buildings of the two signs, the sign of the Y.M.C.A. and the Jewish Magen 
David, in tangible expression of their comradeship. The Hat, continued 
General Monash, owed the idea of its existence to Lieut. Harold Boas and tothe 
open-hearted and liberal-minded Jewish gentleman who was associated witb him. 
The work of such an institution as a Jewish branch of the Y.M.C.A. was greatly 
needed even at that late hourof the day. During the long and laborious period of 
demobilisation it would form a rendezvous for soldiers of every rank and creed. 
But it had provided certain characteristics which were specially designed for 
the wants of Jewish soldiers. He hoped that Jewish soldiers would avail 
themselves to the fullest extent of the liberal and worthy efforts of the organ- 
isation, both on their own account and on account of the troops in general. 
General Monash formally declared the Hut to be open, and extended a cordial 
welcome to all soldiers within its hospitable portals. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, On behalf of the Y/M.C.A., and in the unavoid- 
able absence of Sir Arthur Yapp, accepted the Hut for the Organisation. 
He spoke of the generous support afforded by Jews to the Y.M.C.A. “ Your 
Community,” he said, “ has given in its thousands to the work of the Y.M.C.A.” 
He trusted that the Jewish and the Y.M.C.A. signs. would continue to remain 
side by side not only in the Jewish branch, but throughout the field of their 
activities. As an instance of the definite association of their work, Mr. 
Chamberlain said that recently a cheque for £4,000 had been subscribed by

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially written for the Jewisn CHRONICLE.] 


JOSHUA'S DECISION. 
"As for me and my hose, we will serve the Lord.'’"—Joshua xxiv , 15. 


Joshua knew that the people who surrounded him, while ostensibly serving 
God, were many of them secretly worshipping the ancient idols of their 
Mesopotamian fathers, those teraphim which were once hidden in Rachel's 
tent, and were never quite purged from Jacob's family. Some of them also 
harboured the Egyptian emblems, and some had even fallen into the worship of 
the gods of the people whom they bad displaced, and were setting up the 
images of Kaal in their habitations. Nominally the people were worshippers 
of God, but in fact many of them had turned aside unto strange gods. Now 
Joshua, being a decided man, could not endure double-mindedness. 
Therefore he pushed the people to a _ decision, urging them to 
serve the Lord with sincerity, and, if they did so, to put away 
altogether. their graven images. He demauded of them a determi- 
nation for one thing or the other, and cried, “If it seem evil unto you to serve 
the Lord, choose you this day whom you will serve; whether the gods which 
your fathers served that were on the other side of the river, or the gods of the 
Amorites among whom ye dwell.” He shut them up to a present choice 
between the true God and the idols, and gave them no rest in their half- 
heartedness. Anticipating the cry of Elijah upon Carmel, he demanded in 
effect: “‘ How long halt ye between two opinions? If God be God serve him, 
but if Baal be God, serve him.” And to compel them to avow their decision, 
he declared hisown. A man's own personal example is eloquent beyond the power 
of words. “ You may hesitate,” he cries, “ but my mind is made up once for 
all. As for me and my house, we will serve the Lord. We have no reverence 
for the idols of ‘Canaan or the myths of Egypt, our hearts are loyal to the God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob.” This clear avowal on the part of Joshua was 
no mere trick of eloquence—a resolve made for the first time in order to influ- 
ence his audience, for he had always lived in this resolve. He had always 
been a man of firm step and determined mind. Probably this was one reason 
why 

MOSES CHOSE HIM 


as his servant and kept him in personal attendance on himself. His firmness 
comes out clearly in bis conduct as one of thetwelvespies, The others brought 
up an evil report of the land, but not so Joshua and Caleb. Thongh they were 
only two against ten, yet they maintained their testimony boldly; and when the 
people spoke of stoning them they did not falter for an instant, but remained 
faithful to their conscences. These two men alone survived the graves of the 
wilderness, because they alone were untainted with the wildernesssins. He bad 
shown, too, his strength of character as a warrior, called to fight the Lord's battles. 
Sau! in after times might spare the condemned seed of Amalek, but not so Josbua. 
So long as Moses held up his hands to pray, the sword of Joshua stayed not in the 
work of execution. When Israel crossed the Jordan to attack the Canaanites, 
so zealous was he in the war that the day was not long enough for him. He 
bade the san and moon stand still till the Lord's battle was fought out. Like 
his friend Caleb, he “ followed the Lord fully.” He belonged to God heart 
and soul, mind and strength. It was no idle boast of this veieran warrior and 
prince in Israel: “As for me and my house, we will serve the Lord.” We 
admire such fidelity in Joshua, and we confess that he needed it. But we may 
perhaps forget that decision for God has been required in every age. It is 
required in this age, and we need it ourselves. When others are slack in the 
performance of their‘religious duties, there is all the more need that we should 
set an example of resolute fidelity. We ought to show ourselves superior to 
the evil influence of others. But most of us are too prone to follow the fashion, 
There are fashions in religion as in everything else, and for many of us there is 
no other law. Wetake our standard of what is right from the age in which we 
live, and if those about us are lax we are apt to regard laxity as the right thing. 
We “follow the multitude todo evil,” in face of the warning given in this week's 

lesson of the Law. We see the Sabbath desecrated in a hundred ways by those 
~ about us, and we go with the stream of Sabbath-breakers. People abstain from 
public worship, and they set upa tendency which we have not the strength of mind 
toresist. Inall things we like to doas our neighbours, observing when observance 
is popular, but refraining from observance when the majority refrain. We see 
our friends sending their children to what are regarded as fashionable public 
schools, where there is little or po opportunity of educating them in 


THE RELIGION OF THEIR FATHERS, 


and we weakly surrender our children to the same influences; we do not like 
to appear singular, but are for ever taking our cue from others. Like the 
Israelites of old who passed their children through the fires of Moloch, because 
in their day that was the popular mode of worship, parents will sacrifice their 
children's highest welfare to fashion or expediency, or some popular idol of the 
day ; they have not the courage to decla:: with Joshua, “ I and my household, 
we will serve the Lord.” Joshua was an old man when he announced this 
decision. He had begun early in the service of God, and he never changed 
bis babit. A hundred years roiled over his head, but we never discover in 
him any desire to take up with the worship of strange idols. 
He continued to the last true to the religion he had followed 
in the days of his teacher Moses; he was not one of those 
who said, “The times are changed and I must change with them.” 
Yet nothing is more common in our day than to observe people who have 
entirely changed their early habits. At one time we knew them to be pious 
Jews, for they lived in an atmosphere of piety. But because they have been 
thrown into other surronndings, and the character of the age has altered, they 
have altered too. Joshua declares that heand his house are determined to serve 
the Lord. In other words, he has succeeded in bringing his children under the 
influence of religion. Like the Fatber of the Jewish faith, he has * commanded 
his household after him that they should keep the way of the Lord.” But in 
these days, one often encounters parents who allow themselves to be influenced 
by their families in the contrary direction. Left to themselves, they would 
have continued faithful to their inherited traditions. But they see their children 
sneering at things they hold sacred, and they have not the moral strength to 
withstand contemptuous opposition. Thus it happens that many a home in 
which a Jewish spirit once prevailed is Jewish no longer in the true sense of the 
word. Joshua's example has a living interest for us in these days when defec- 
tion is rife, and lukewarmness is regarded almostasavirtue. It calls us to take 
sides on the greatest of all questions, and openly to proclaim, “As for me and

“Reconstruction” in the East End. 


TWO MINISTERS: VIEWS. 


From the Rev. J. F. STERN, Synagogue House, Stepney, E. 1. 
To tHe Epiror.] 
Sir,—Your request that I should avail myself of your columns for 
the purpose of giving expression to my views with reference to the 
scheme which was considered and adopted at a meeting of ladies and 
gentlemen interested in East London held recently at Toynbee Hall, is a 


very natural one. I have tried so often in recent years to arouse the 
Community to a sense of the urgency of the situation that I cannot but 
be deeply interested in the latest attempt to grapple with the problem. 
So far back as 1903, on the occasion of the twenty-fifty anniversary of 
the consecration of my synagogue, I said :— 

I am painfully conscious that mach that is here attempted is inefficiently 
carried out, much that should be done is left undone. It must needs beso, so 
long as no additional ministers are appointed to carry out the work that grows, 
and must continue to grow, from year to year. It must be apparent that the 
staff of ministers which is considered adequate to the needs of a West End con- 
gregation must be altogether insufficient and entirely fail to meet the require- 
ments of a poor Jewish district like this. Ona site adjacent to this synagogue, 
upon which a few years ago sixteen small cottages stood, artisans’ dwellings 
have been erected containing one hundred and sixty-eight separate tenements, 
inhabited for the most part by Jewish families of the poorer class. Such aa 
increase of Jewish population, not to mention any other cause that has con- 


tributed to the growth of the work of this synagogue, demands the appointment 
of at least one additional minister. 


How often since these words were spoken I have dwelt upon the 
same theme from pulpit and platform, at meetings of ministers, ia 
addresses and papers that have appeared in the Press, I have no means 
of recalling. My latest attempt to press the claims of East London upon 
the consideration of our synagogal leaders was made through the medium 
of a report addressed to the United Synagogue in October last, which I 
understand is to engage the attention of the new Jewish Welfare Com- 
mittee. Copies of this report have been sent to the Chief Rabbi as 
Chairman of the Committee of Ministers, to each of the hon. officers of 
the United Synagogue, and to other communal workers who I Dave reason 
to know are interested in the welfare of their East End coreligionists. 
To my great disappointment the report was not referred to except inci- 
dentally by myself at the first meeting of the Welfare Committee held 
on October 3Ist. Unfortunately the illness of Mr. Schiff, the Chairman 
of the Comunittee, has been responsible for the long interval that has 
elapsed since the date of this meeting, and the fate of my report is held 
up pending its consideration by the Committee. But my reference to it 
and my purpose in sending you a copy of it is because, although it bears 
melancholy testimony to my own failure, it furnishes the fullest 
proof of my unqualified approval of the parish scheme submitted by 
Henriques and adopted at the 
recent Toynbee Hall meeting. Miss Adler and Capt. Henriques 
consulted me in the drafiing of the echeme,. and I cannot 
but express the earnest hope that some mtodus operandi may be found 
by which the Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue and the band 
of workers which are to be recruited by the West End Synagogues may 
join hands in bringing the scheme into active operation. The attempt to 
mee’ East End Jewry’s greatest need on the constructive lines laid down 
by the scheme is long overdue. Too long has the situation been envi- 
saged from a microscopic map upon which East London figures as but a 
tiny spot. Let us at last employ bigger maps, and we shall realise how 
vast is the field which is still outside the ken and care of communal 
organisation and communal ministration, and how great is the oppor- 
tunity for service open to all Jews and Jewesses of this great 
metropolis who solicitous for the religious and social 
welfare of their poorer brothers and sisters in East London Jewry. 

MR. STERN’S REPORT. 

The following is the report referred to by Mr. Stern in his letter :— 

It is a source of grave concern to me to have to report that the success that 
had attended these services” during recent years has not been maintained curing 
the present year. For some years after their inception the services were held 
during the winter months only, and were terminated at Passover. More 
recently, at the request of the regular worshippers, the services were continucd 
Sabbath by Sabbath throughout the entire year. This year the atiendance 
gradually declined as the year advanced, and by Pentecost the congregation of 
young men and women had fallen to so small a number that I did not feel 
justified in maintaining the services for the select few whocontinued to respond 
to the personal sacrifice which the conduct of the services necessarily entailed 
upon me. It is due to myself to point out that the strain involved in carrying 
on these services week by week has been considerable, The ordinary Sabbath 
morning service does not conclude till between 11.30 and 11.45. For the past 
twelve years, since the removal from the City of the late Edward Magnus, J 
have attended at the London Hospital and conducted services in the Hebrew 
Wards at one o'clock on three Sabbaths in the month, the first Sabbath of each 
month being devoted to a Children's Service in the synagogue at the same hour, 

Duri: g the past two years my Sabbath duties have also included a weekly 
visit at two o'clock to the Y.M.C.A. Hut in the Mile End Road for the purpose 
of meeting such Jewish soldiers who desire to consult a minister of their own 
denomination. 

Notwithstanding these extraneous duties, I should have been prepare.) (o 
continue the Sabbath Afternoon Services for young people throvghout t e 
year if they had succeeded in attracting the number of young men and wom:n 
who were drawn to the synagogue through their agency in the years when I 
had the inestimable advantage of the support and co-operation of such enthusi- 
astic lay workers as the late Denzil Myer, Gerald Samuel, and my own son 
and Capt. Basil L. 0. Henriques. To the influence of these men with te 
young people of the district much of the success of the services in former year: 
was attributable. The loss, too, of the Rev. M. Brown, who after six years’ 
service, relinquished the position of assistant minister of my synagogue, and of 
the visiting ministers originally appointed by the now defunct East End Wel: 
fare Committee for work in the Stepney district, have also contributed to te 
—— in the religious effort in the district which it is my painful duty te 
record. 

That the need of the services is as pressing as ever before, if the yorns 
people, growing up in their thousands in East London are to be drawn to tht 
synagogue, is unquestioned. Their absence from the ordinary Sabbath morning 
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service cannot be ignored. ‘There is no need to dwell upon the causes and con- 
ditions, both religious and economic, whieh operate against their attendance. 
But one has only to note the crowds of Jewish young men and women who are 
to be seen early on every Saturday evening on the platform of the Stepney 
Green station alone, making their way Westward to places of amusement, to 
be convinced of the necessity of the special effort in which 1 have engaged for 
sO many years. Every train conveys a larger number of our young people than 
have ever attended any one of our Sabbath afterroon services, whilethe number 
who return to the same station by any one train between eleven and twelve at 
night probably exceed the total of all the Jewish young men and women who 
are in attendance at all the synagogues of the metropolis on any Sabbath of the 
year. The cause of our failure to attract even a fair proportion of these young 
people to the Synagogue is due to the inadequacy and slackness of our effort. 
The United Synagogue has never yet risen to the realisation of its opportunity 
in East London, and so long as it fails to respond to the repeated recommen- 
dations of Special Committees convened under its auspices with regard to the 
need for the appointment of additional ministers in the district,-so long will the 
Synagogue in East London fail to attract the rising generation. 

The East London Synagogue alone calls for the services not of a 
minister, but of a ministry whose strength shall be somewhat commensurate 
with the density of the Jewish population of the district. North West London, 
inhabited largely by Jews of the more prosperous class, is served by three 
synagogues, staffed by three ministers and three readers resident in the locality. 
In East London, covering as wide, if not a wider area, whose Jewish residents 
are mainly composed of the poor and working classes who have recourse 
to the minister of the synagogue on every occasion when they need advice and 
guidance, not only bas no provision been made for the appointment of 
additional resident ministers during the past thirty years, but the transfer of 
the New Synagogue to Stamford Hill and the growing moribund condition 
of the Great Synagogue during that period, bas reduced the strength of the 
ministry available for service in the district. Failure to recognise this con- 
dition of stagnation. cannot but intensify the problems which beset us on all 
sides, not only in dealing with the religious life of our young people, but in 


safeguarding their moral welfare and preventing their lapse into careers of - 


wrong -doing and crime, which already menace the good name of the community. 
At the present time the number of Jewish youths placed under probation by 
magistrates is, to my knowledge, larger than ever before, and continues to 
grow. In a note on the religious teaching at the Stepney Jewish Schools, 
appended to the last annual report of that Institution, I felt constrained to say: 

There has been a serious decline in the attendance of the children at the children * 
services in the synagogue and of their elder brothers and sisters at the services for 
young peovle especially arranged for them on Sabbath afternoons. The laxity of 
parents in religious observance, of which there is but too much evidence in the 
district, has a marked effect on the responsiveness of the children to the instruction 
they receive in the classtoom. The need for moreactivity and vigilance through home 
visitation is most urgent, if the standard of Jewish life is to be raised and the 
children are to be brought under those influences which will retain their allegiance to 
the teachings of their faith and strengthen their determination to maintain the 
traditions of their people, which is the purpose of the religious instruction imparted 
to them during their school life. It is tobe hoped that means will be devised by the 
Community in the near future for thus strengthening the link between the school and 
the synagogue. 

The situation is further aggravated by the fact that in consequence of the 
removal of Mr. H. Winston, the Senior Assistant Teacher of the Stepney 
Jewish Schools, who acted for many years as Hon. Superintendent of the 
Sabbath Classes held at these schools for more than twenty-five years, and at 
which at one time some three hundred or four hundred children, pupils of local 
Council Schools, were in regular attendance, the Classes had been compelled 
to be closed down. I have been unable, and see no immediate prospect, of 
being able to replace Mr. Winston by another local resident teacher willing and 
competent to superintend the Classes. 

My own work has necessarily grown in consequence of the war and has 
further limited my opportunities of dealing with purely religious problems. A 
considerable number of soldiers’ dependents daily seek my advice and guidance 
in filling up their Army forms, a still larger number call at my office to have 
these forms, when completed, duly attested by a minister: similar service has 
had to be rendered to aliens with regard to their identity books. During my 
absence from town for a fortnight during the recent summer, J felt it necessary 
to seek the aid of the Rev. S. Levy, Minister of the New Synagogue, who 
willingly attended twice weekly at my office during bis own vacation for the 
purpose of carrying on this work, the interruption of which would have 
involved hardship on the poor people concerned and on my return congestion 
of work upon myself, at the holiday season of the year when I am least able 
to cope with it, 

__ This constant pressure of work has left me little opportunity for grappling 
with the serious problem of the decline in responsiveness to the- claims of 
religion of whiclr the lapse of the Sabbath Afternoon Services is but sympto- 
matic. No duty is more imperative upon a Minister in East London, and it is 
nothing less than a tragedy that a Minister who has the will to attempt it 
should be debarred the fullest opportunity of undertaking it by reason of his 
being compelled, after more than thirty years’ strenuous effort, to devate much 
of his time and labour to the routine duties of the Secretary's office. It is only 
one who has intimate knowledge of the amount of petty detail work involved in 
the secretarial office of a large East End congregation who is able to appreciate 
the amount of time that must be spent in coping with it efficiently; and I do 
not hesitate to characterise my continued retention of the position of Secretary 


as a crime, the guilt of which, happily for my own conscience, cannot be 
attributed to me.

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But the sorrow of the confession is mine, and I cannot but express it, that 
at a period of my career when the best of my life's work has been done—when 
I cannot hope te continue for many years longer at the same pressure the 
labours to which I have devoted such abilities as I possess, | should be faced 
with incontestable evidence of a marked decline in the religious responsiveness 
of the people dmong whom my entire ministerial career bas been spent. And 
the sorrow is accentuated by the realisation of my failure to arouse the 
conscience of the community to the Seriousness of the existing situation and to 
the responsibility that devolves upon it to make provision for adequate assist- 
ance for the carrying on of my work in the preseng, and for its continuance in 
the future, when the relaxation of my present efforts, and, maybe, my retire- 
ment from my office may become, and possibly at no distant date, imperative. 

To retain such a position as I hold in East London, when I feel no longer 
able to cop with its duties and its burdens, is inconceivable. If the leeway in 
the sphere of purely religious effort is to be made up, means must be devised by 
which the only tesident minister in East London may be placed in a position by 
which he can devote the whole of his time to this and kindred ministerial work, 
and he must be given an adequate number of efficient assistants to enable him 
to cope with the task that confronts bim, This work of reconstruction must 
involve considerable expenditure, but it is an expenditure which should be metif 
the highest interests of the Community are to be served. Some years ago the 
Beth Din was strengthened by the appointment of two assistant Dayonim. The 
time is fast coming, if it has not yet come, when the Community must recognise 
that no Beth Din, however strongly constituted, will effect the slightest 
influence upen the religious life of the English young Jews and Jewesses who 
are yearly passing out of our schools to take their part in the world around 
them. Their record in the future and their allegiance to the faith of their 
fathers will depend to a greater extent than ever before on the efforts of the 
local ministers in whose districts they live, and upon whose sympathies and 
guidance they can rely in steering them through the critical years which inter- 
vene between the school-leaving age and their attainment to manhood and 
womanhood,

RABBI DR. GOLLANCZ’S VIEW.* 


Reconstruction is in the air, here, there, and everywhere: recontruction 
political, social, and religious. It is a vast subject, the mere consideration of 
which must take hours to digest, and several occasions might be urilised 
before touching even the fringe of the subject. The larger and more compre- 
hensive theme—that affecting the country and the State, we naturally cannot 
as much as réfer to to-day ; -but as regards the narrow r and more restricted 
form, as affecting our own Community, or rather our Metropolitan Community, 
we have a word to say, 

Some few weeks ago (and reference is made to it again in this week's 
JEWwisH CHRONICLE), it was sersously suggested that Reconstruction among 
London Jews should make its beginning in East London. Far be it from me, as 
a minister of religion, to discourage any efforts for the social, moral, and 
religious uplifting of any part of the population, irrespective of creed. 
But it must be left to those responsible for the suggestion to make 
out their case. No one, I am sure, will convict me of bring 
wanting in interest in the East. For the first twenty-five years of my life, 
living in the City, I was brought into contact with East London; years after, I 
was associated with the late Canon Barnett in various movements which 
ultimately developed into the founding of Toynbee Hall; I took an active 
interest in the Talmud Torah Classes in different localities; and for years, 
though living away from the district, I kept up, together with other ministers, 
a regular system of visitation in certain localities in East London. Nor have I 
failed to plead from my own pulpit the cause of East London and the necessity 
foralarger number of resident ministers, to which utterances my publi hed writings 
will testify, and to which the chief minister of East London bas, on more than one 
occasion, drawn attention. But at the present moment I question whether this 
need is more pressing than it was before ; it seems to me that this conside: ation 
for.the East should not exclude other equally pressing needs. To my mind, 
other parts of London require reconstruction quite as much as the East. 
Even the West is not above it. lam not sure whether it does not require to 
be jealously guarded and seriously taken in hand even more than the over- 
patronised East London. I have yet to be convinced that the East, as a whole, 
looks upon these patronising efforis with favour, and does not at times resent 
them. I hold, upon the grounds of definite knowledge, that the West 
(using the term in its widest sense) and other parts demand reconstruction at 
least as much as any section of the Community. What is required at the 
present moment is local reconstruction in each synagogue centre 

The war has played havoc with so much that is dear to the observant -Jew. 
What has become of our Sabbath attendances? Where has the due observance 
of our sacred Sabbath gone? What about our distinctive Jewish rites and 
time-honoured ceremonies? I am not speaking with regard to such persons 
who had no Judaism in them before the war. I have in mind such as through 
force majeure, through the tyranny of warand activeservice, havehad to aban on 
what they were in the habit of observing, and I ask myself: Have such 
observances been abandoned by them, or have they been merely suspended ? 
Therein lies the whole question, the problem; therein lies our opportunity, 
I trust I shall never be charged with being either a fanatic or an extreme 
Liberal; but I know human nature too well to think that men «ho have been 
on active service for years and forced to violate the laws of Judaism ca», with 
a leap and a bound, be transformed into observant Jews, or that homes that 
have suffered religiously in consequence of the war and been divested of every 
Jewish trait, can equally quickly be restored to trulv Jewish homes. The 
process is bound to take time, and will be a rather slow one. It will be an 
extremely difficult task, but it 1s one worth the trying. 

To-iay we read again the grand words of our Religious Charter—the Ten 
Commandments. What a host of reflections does it awaken in view of the 
remarks which I have just made; what rebukes, what exhortations! “Thou 
shalt have no other gods beside Me”; “Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain”; “Remember the Sabbath-day to keep it holy”; “ Honour 
thy father and thy mother”; “ Thou shalt not kill.” 

I cannot agree with the incidental interpretation placed upon the functions 
and value of the Ten Commandments by the leader-writer of the Times a few 
days ago, in his looking upon the Ten Commandments as “a moral aspiration, 
not a branch of human jurisprudence.” These Ten Words, I say, are 
no mere aspirations, they are eminently practical ; they are humanly possible, 
and designed for humanity. They have been proved to be not alone the code 
of the Jew, but the basis of society in general, from the earliest times, through- 
out the ages. They have planted heaven upon earth, and laid the very 
foundations of the world. 

Is there not scope enough, I ask, for reconstruction as far as the Jew 
himself is concerned, with regard to several of these Ten Words? I cannot 
enter into details to-day; I can but hint at my meaning. What about restor- 
ing the sanctitv of the Sabbath, at least in places in which it was observed 
before the war? What about the work of impressing upon our young men 
and women the necessity for purer and cleaner speech, for purer and more 
Jewish lives, for greater reverence for God and religion? What about the 
astounding increase, during war time, of marriages between Jews and Jewesses

s so with other features ewish life that bave suffe iS- 

Let us begin by inducing the return of a larger number of fellow-worship- 

to our Sabbath Morning Service. Let each member act as a missioner to 

ng bis neighbour once again into the fold. Let us first set our own house inorder, 
reconstructing it upon the true principles of Judaism; and having done this, we 
may be the more justified in undertaking the reconstruction of other people's 
houses. Let us not run amuck in our attempts at reconstruction, but let us 
give the matter deliberate consideration. 

I have referred to the sanctity of the Sabbath. In this connection I would 
emphasise that the Sabbath Morning Service is the Sabbath Service, and no 
other service can @ike its place. To subordinate religion or ancient religious 
usage to convenience or to the demands of business is to depart from the 
standard of traditional right, and to substitute the counterfeit for the real thing. 


_ Do not be deceived. I repeat: the Jew may have as many services as he likes 


on the Sabbath day, but there can be only one real Sabbath Service : it is the 
one that is the test of a man's sacrifice for his religion, and not the quack-salve 
of his conscience, 

You will not reconstruct the Judaism of a local congregation by Afternoon 
Services, which frequently resolve themselves into séances , at least, that is my 
view. I scout the idea of reducing any religious service to the level of an “At 
Home.” To my mind, to offer something material either as an inducement or 
as a reward to anyone for attending a service, be it a Morning or an Afternoon 
Service, is to detract from the sacred character of Religion, not to raise it. 

Have, I say, as many opportunities for public or private worship as you 
will; but remember this, worship is one thing, prayer is another. I personally 
cannot conceive anything finer than the custom in foreign countries, and in more 
recent years in some churches here, of having their places of worship open all 
day or at certain hours of the day, so that the passer-by, moved by the true 
inward spirit, may enter, and ur forth his or her soul, if but for a few 
moments, before the Throne of Grace. How much more real prayer may be 
offered in this informal manner than in all the wearying pomp and disciplined 
formalities of the longer services of public worship. 

A tear, a sob, a sigh: What a volume of true prayer may be contaired in 
each! Friends, we are slaves to stereotyped expressions ; repetitions and 
redundances destroy the freshness and direct appeal of the utterance. To some 
extent this is true of the kturgies of all denominations. Our Sages of old 
knew better, and counselled well when t advised, “Make not your prayer 
a fixed thing, but the real prayer of supplication "—something more indeed than 
set formulz, and passages repeated in a thoughtless, unreflecting and 


mechanical manner. 


Some time ago, since the beginning of the war, deliberations took place in 
the Board of Management of this Synagogue as to the advisability of intro- 
ducing certain moderate modifications into the Sabbath Morning Service, 
caiculated to improve its character, and raise it to a more spiritaal and 
inspiriting level, so that larger congregations might be drawn to this place. In 
deference to certain opinions, the further consideration of the project was post- 
poned till after the war. The hour of reconstruction has perhaps now arrived. 
Will the opportunity be seized, and the project revived’ I leave it to my 
congregation to say. Suggestions and methods have been offered and formu- 
lated: at any time they can be placed before you. 

Meanwhile I plead to-day in general terms for local reconstruction before 
(though not to the exclusion of) extra-local reconstruction, and for the recon- 
struction and rebabilitation of the Sabbath Morning Service. 

Heaven bless our efforts in this as in all other pursuits of life to the satis- 
faction of our spiritual needs, and to the greater glory of the Judaism so dear to us. 


Obituary. 
THE REV. MARKS FENTON. 
In the early hours of Sunday last there passed away the Rev. Marks 
Fenton, for fifteen years minister of the Chatham Memoria! Synagogue, and 
formerly minister of the Dudley Congregation. Mr. Fenton, who came to this 


country from Russia thirty-two years ago, was a good Hebrew scholar, conversant 
with all branches of Jewish learning, both ancient and modern. He was 


‘imbued with deep piety, strictly orthodox, and was tolerant of and could 


appreciate views with which he was not in accord. He was content to labour 
unrecognised, seeking no reward but the realisation of the ideals he cherished 
and for which he lived. Mr. Fenton was much respected by the residents of 


._ Chatham and. Rochester, and testimony was given to the esteem in which he 
- was held by the large gathering on Tuesday at the funeral, which took place at 


the cemetery in the rear of the synagogue. 


Sir RopertT Harry PALGKAVE, F.R.S., who died last Saturday 


at the advanced age of ninety-two, says the Jewish World, belonged to 


a noted family. His brother, Sir Reginald Palgrave, was for many years 
Clerk of the Housgof Commons. Another brother, Francis Turner Palgrave, 
was the editor of the “ Golden Treasury of English Songs and Lyrics,” and 
Professor of Poetry at Oxford, while yet another, William, was a famous 
Eastern traveller. These brilliant brothers were the sons of the late Sir 
Francis Palgrave, the English historian, who died in 1861. His original name 
was Francis Cohen, and his father was Meyer Cohen, a member of the 
London Stock Exchange. Francis was an infant prodigy. He was only eight 


years old when he made a translation into French of Homer's “ Battle of the 


Frogs.” He married a daughter of Dawson Turmer, the historian, and having 
embraced Christianity, was called to the Bar in 1827, from which at that time 
Jews were banned. He devoted himself largely to pedigree cases, becoming 
subsequently, in 1838, Deputy Keeper of Her Majesty's Records. In that 
capacity he issued twenty-two annual reports, which are of the greatest historic 
value. Sir Robert, who has just died, was for many years editor of the 
Economist, and his chief literary work was in connection with banking, he 
having for mapy years be2n associated with a leading provincial banking firm.

Miss Montagu and Judaism.

Sik,—I should appreciate the opportunity of being allowed through your 
paper to challenge Mr. Friedlander’s remark that “Christian doctrines colour 
Miss Montagu's conception of what Judaism was and should be.” Miss 
Montagu is a true daughter of Israel, and her conception of Judaism has 
promoted the religious life of hundreds of girls and women, many now mothers 
of families. Her whole life has been spent in the service of God and expresses 
a deep inward [aith in Judaism. 

Mr. Friedlander states that “before one ventures to teach or preach what 
Judaism offers and demands, it would be well for the exponent to learn what 
Judaism is.” I lived in the West Central district for twelve years, and state 
with all emphasis that none there have through their teaching more directly 
affected the lives of so many young people and made them more fervent and 
zealous adherents to Judaism than has Miss Montagu. 

. Awakened by Miss Montagu to the Prophet's message, “Ye are my 
Witnesses,” hundreds of girls have been imbued with a quickened faith in 
Judaism ; many homes made more Jewish ; many a mother brought to realise 
the responsibility of failing to give a living Judaism to her children; many 
Stimulated to sanctify the Sabbath Eve, the Sabbath and Holy days, and to livea 
Jewish life, Nobody working or living in the West Central district can be 
ignorant of Miss Montagu 's service to Judajsm and “all it demands and offers.” 
Iam sure Mr, Friedlander would not knowingly make an unjust suggestion 
about a woman who successfully and for Judaism's cause says to hundreds who 
will be the future mothers of Israel, “ Ho! everyone that thirsteth, come ye to the 
waters.” 

The following are a few of the religious activities undertaken by Miss 
Montagu in the district. fet your readers decide whether they savour of 
Christian doctrine. 

1. A Sabbath Afternoon Service. which gives Jewish girls the opportunity 
of participating in Sabbath worship, realising what sanctified rest means, and 
gaining renewed strength for the work of the week. 

2. The issue of a leaflet for Sabbath eve services has helped to give the 
Sabbath eve a strengthening religious value and stimulated the desire for 
unity and consecrated Jewish home life. 

3. The formation of a Junior Guild whereby children just entering the 
labour market are fortified in their endeavour to do nothing to bring discredit 
on the Jewish Faith. They promise to keep at home on Friday nights in 
order to consecrate Jewish home life, and to attend some place of worship en 
the Sabbath day, The Guild has a decided influence in strengthening Jewish 
life. 

4. The Bible Class, where the fundamental doctrines of Judaism are taught, 
the beauty and Unity of our Faith emphasised, waverings and misunder 
standings sympathetically dealt with, and keenness for Judaism and ail it 
demands intensified. | : 

5. Monthly religious meetings where questions affecting the Jewish Taith 
are discussed, problems threshed out and the teachings of the Bible emphasised 
by discussion and earnest study. It is no small matter that despite the counter- 
attractions of a city life, young men and women are encouraged to come 
together, sacrificing an evening's amusement for discussion of religious problems. 

With reference to Mr. Friediander’'s remark about “ Possessing God,” I 
went to a Jewish school and remember being taught that “ we al! possess a spark 
of the Divine within us, that Ged dwells within each individual, and according 
to the effort we make to lead a good life, s> that spark within us grows.” 

No “ Christian doctrines colour Miss Montagu's conception of what Judaism 
was and should be.” To her Judaism stands for the highestand purest. Asan 
example, I quote practically her own words in reply to a let er from a member, 
explaining difficult points which were not clear after a discussion with a non- 
Jewish friend about Isaiah cap. 53. “The more I know about Christianity the 
more I love my Judaism; to me it is so pure and beautiful, so simple, so com- 
manding, and yet so all-sufficient.” 

We who know how many a“ bruised reed” has, through Miss Montagu, 
been retained for Judaism, thank Godfor having inspired her with the power of 
helping others to understand more of “ What Judaism is and should be.” 


COMMITTEE OF WORKERS AMONG THE JEWISH POOR, 


[COMMUNICATED. 


The annual meeting of the Committee was held at the Beth Hamedrash on 
Monday last. The Rev. A. Mishcon presided. In moving the adoption of 
the annual report, Mr. Mishcon alluded to the fact that a large number of the 
cases dealt with were characterised by war conditions. He instanced, among 
others, the case of a©woman who had been charged before a magistrate with 
destroying food fit far human consumption because Chametz was burot near 
her premises on the eve of last Passover. He referred .o the shortage of 
workers, owing partly to the fact that several members were serving with the 
forces as chaplains, and expressed the hope that under conditions of peace 
steps would soon be taken to widen the scope and enhance the usefulness of 
the centre. ‘ 

The report, which gives the number of sittings during the year as 185, and 
that of cases dealt with as 1,047, was adopted. The following were appointed 
to hold office for the ensuing year: the Revs.

ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION, 


CONFERENCE TO FURTHER THE PETITION. 


A Conference of Representatives of Friendly Soc :e:ies, Synagogues, and 
Other Institutions convened by the London Council of the English Zionist 
Federation, was Leld on Sunday. 

Mr. H. SNOWMAN presided. There were pr-sent clayates of nearly every 
Lodge in London, as well as of a large numbe: of Synagogues and Zionist 
Societies. 

The Secretary of the Petition Committee, Mr. S. Lipton, addressed the 
Conference, and explained that it had been convened at the request of the 
leaders of the Friendly Societies, who were anxious to doeverything possible to 
make the Petition a great success. He was pleased to state that, in spite of the 
short notice at which the Conference was convened, abont four hundred 
delegates were present. The Petition Committee were now trying to obtain the 
signatures of every adult Jew and Jewess in this country, an! it would be the 
duty of everybody present to take up the work in their consti uent Societies and 
to see that every member signed the Petition form. He moved the following 
resolution 

That this Conference of Representatives of London Friendly Societies, Syna- 
gogues, and other Institutions, hereby supports the resolutions of the American 
Jewish Congress relating to Palestine and to the securing of equal civil, political, and 
religious rights in common with all other citizens in new or enlarged States, and 
decides that the necessary steps be taken to place this resolution before the Peace 
Conference. 

Mr. Lipton appealed to the Delegates to see that similar resolutions were 
adopted M their Lodges and by the Synagogues within the next few weeks. 

Mr. L. Eisen, a member of the Petition Committee, seconded the 
resolution. 

Mr. J. Levi, Grand President of the Order of Achei Brith, supported the 
resolution, and extended a hearty greeting to Mr. Jacob de Haas, the 
Secretary of the Zionist Organisations of America. He welcomed Mr de Haas 
as an old Zionist worker in London, and assured him of the support of the 
Friendly Societies in the work for the Petition. 

Mr. J. ALTMAN, Grand President of the Order Achei Ameth, speaking in 
Yiddish, promised the support of bis Order for the work of the Petition. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. J. pe HAAS, who was received with cheers, said that he brought whole- 
hearted greetings from the Zionists of the United States. An American dele- 
gation had been sent to England to aid in attaining a Zionist victory, and if it 
was within their power that victory would beattained They in America were 
glad to have suggested that England should be the Trustee of Palestine. In 
America the Zionists had based their hopes upon organised Jewish Democracy. 
They were not satisfied in America by merely creating atmosphere. From the 
year 1915 they had set up a new pass-word—Let every Jew and every Jewess 
stand up and be counted. The way to victory lay in the marshalling of the 
masses of the Jewish people, The very first support that they obtained in 
America came from the Fraternal Orders of the United States. The road to 
victory lay in action, and it behoved English Jews to start to work immediately 
and to make the Petitiona great success. 

Mr. M. Suire,. Treasurer of the English Zionist Federation, addressed the 
Conference in Yiddish. Mr. S. ScHILDKRAUT, Secretary of the Association of 
Jewish Friendly Societies, promised the support of the Friendly Societies in the

Sir, —“* Watcbman's” timely letter broke the ice none too soon, and it is 
most gratifying to see that British Jews will-not for ever remain content with a 
dry Dec'aration made by a Government in time of war. It was high time that 
the Jews in England should bestir themselves and obtain a frank and precise 
statement of the Government regarding the Way in which it intends to execute its 
promise; and if the answer should not prove satisfactory, a Jewish Congress 
ought to meet at once and draw up a memorandum to the Peace Congress and 
try to obtain what we Jews want. But what do we want? It is very deplorable 
that the Zionist Organisation has not issued a formal statement on this question, 
as the phrase embodying the Basle Programme 1s, afterall, only a phrase—)just 
as the Declaration was a phrase. ° | 

In this connection hoe contributor, “A Jewish Nationalist,” struck a bold 
note in his article which appeared in your issue of November 15th, and I should 
like to comment a little on the six points be putsforward. — 

1. Call Palestine Israel.—What then do we Jews call it? Is it not for us 
“Eretz Israel”? It does not matter whether Englishmen call it Palestine or 
Israel, so long as it is Eretz Israel for us. The Egyptian (to whom his country 
is Misr) cares little when foreigners call Mizraim “ Egypt.” As regards the Arab 
population of Eretz Israel, I do not think that it will matter much if they, for 
the present and near future at least, continue to call it Barr El Sham.” 

2. Hebrew to be the Official Language and ultimately to be recognised as 
the language of the land.—That would be, as we say, going with a sound head 
into a sick bed. Belgium has two official languages, and it does not fare worse 
than other countries inthis respect. Besides, the Hebrew and Arabic languages 
are cousins, or rather sisters, and the way Hebrew is now spoken in Eretz Israel 
makes the difference even less appreciable. It would be unwise in a country 
where Arabic has been spoken for the last fifteen centuries and which is bounded 
on nearly all sides by Arabic-speaking countries, to try to eradicate this language 
completely. Quite the contrary, it will have to be learned by the immigrants 
and taught in the schools if we really want to know and possess the country. 
The only way is to have both Hebrew and Arabic as official languages. sie 

3. A Jewish Governor.—As another of your corespondents remarke . 
Jewish Nationalist ” touched too lightly on the subject of the future Administra- 
tion of Eretz Israel: Perbaps it is because’ your contributor is too much 
impressed with his duty towards the British Empire to urge an independent 
Israelite Administration. What we have to insist upon most energetically is 
that Eretz Israel, if it is to be for the Israelites, should be governed by and 
through them. A Jewish Governor alone will not do. The Governor will have 
to be an Israelite, and as it would be easier to find a capable man among the 
Jews, let him be a Jew. All the officials of the Administration, from ow vm 
and’ heads of departments down to the lowest servants, should be * Israelites. 
—Jéws,; Mobammredans, and Christians. would be the greaiest calamity to 


us if Great Britain were to make of Eretz Israel a Crown Colony on the old 
Style, and send ont Englishmen to fill all the high posts in the Administration. 
It might have been necessary in other countries where there was not the 
necessary element to begin with, but we know and trust ourselves, and we 
have given evidence enough both in Eretz Israel and abroad of our abilities. 
There should be no talking about British Jews having a monopoly of adminis- 
trative posts, or having preference over others—capability should be the only 
test. 

4. A Council of State which would be partially nominated and partially 
elected.—Every town, village, and colony to bavea Municipality or Town 
Council, every district a District Council, to look after local affairs of a domestic 
nature, The Council of State to have legislative powers. The Governor and 
Cabinet to be directly responsible to this Council. The Town and District 
Councils to be elected by the people concerned and to be responsible to them, 
The Council of State to be composed of delegates in part elected by the people 
direct and in part by corporations and professions, The foreign policy to be 
directed by the protecting Power, whose Consuls will represent Eretz Israel 
abroad. But the Administration will be empowered to nominate Israelite repre- 
sentatives to act as a connecting link between the Israelite Communities abroad 
and Eretz Israel. 

5. Jewish Law fundamentally shall (so far as is compatible with the 
general policy in that respect of the Empire) be the Law of the Land.—It should 
not be forgotten that the inhabitants of the country belong to different religions, 
and some may belong to nor eligion at all. It would be unfair to force upon 
them all without distinction laws permeated with the spirit of a religion not 
their own. What your contributor means by Jewish Law is, I presume, religious, 
civil and criminal, and it would be advisable that a Congress of Jewish Lawyers 
should meet now and draw up a scheme of legislation based upon the civil anc 
criminal law contained im our ancient books and framed in a spirit compatible 
with that of our times—as democratic as possible. I would consider it the 
greatest blunder in statesmanship were Religion not separated from State in 
Eretz Israel, It would be an utter injustice to force people to perform religious 
rites in which they do not believe. Onthe other hand, it is only natural tec 
expect the large majority of Jews to look to Eretz Israel for spiritual leadership, 
and in thisconnection I would make the following proposals: Just as in France, 
a Ministry of Religion to be established to deal with things religious affecting 
the interests of all religious denominations and acting as damedium between 
them and the Administration ; let the Jews have a Sanhedrin in Jerusalem to act 
as Supreme Court in religious questions. This Sanhedrin should have the 
power to inspect Yeshiboth and other religious institutions, to grant diplomas 
to Rabbis, Shochetim, etc., to decide on questions of ritual, etc. If this body 
lived up to its name, it would undoubtedly be recognised by the whole Jewish 
world, The Mohammedan and Christian Communities could also have repre- 
sentative bodies to be in touch with the Ministry of Religion. Marriage and 
divorce should be regarded as civil matters ; authorised Rabbis, Priests, and 
Sheikhs not to perform the religious ceremonies of marriage or divorce, or issue 
certificates accordingly, unless these have been granted beforehand by the civil 
authorities. 

6. The Sabbath must be the official Day of Rest, and Jewish Holy Davs 
to be regarded as official Holidays. —Regarding this point, a compromise will 


have to at. 

This erely a commentary on the points raised by your contributor, but, 
as he himself admits, be did not exhaust the subject, and the sooner it is dealt 
with fully, authoritatively, the better. 

It should never be forgotten that, if Eretz Israel is to attract Jews to it av 
a Homeland, it bas to be what its name denotes, an Israelite jand, and if this 
is to be attained, Great Britain will have to adopt in respect to Palestine a 
pegcy very materially different from that followed by it in other colonies. Io

CONFERENCE TO FURTHER THE PeETRIION. 
A Conference of Representatives of Friendly So es, Synagogues, and 


other Institutions convened by the London Council of the English Zionist — 


Federation, was Leld on Sunday. 

Mr. H. SNOWMAN presided. There were pr-sent iclayates of nearly every 
Lodge in London, as well as of a large number of Synagogues and Zionist 
Societies. 

The Secretary of the Petition Committee, Mr. S. Lipton, addressed the 
Conference, and explained that it had been convened at the request of the 
leaders of the Fyiendly Societies, who were anxious to doeverything possible to 
make the Petition a great success. He was pleased to state that, in spite of the 
short notice at which the Conference was convened, about four bundred 
delegates were present. The Petition Committee were now trying to obtain the 
signatures of every adult Jew and Jewess in this country, an! it would be the 
duty of everybody present to take up the work in their consti uent Societies and 
to see that every member signed the Petition form. He moved the following 
resolution 

That this Conference of Representatives of London Friendly Societies, Syna- 
gogues, and other Institutions, hereby supports the resolutions of the American 
Jewish Congress relating to Palestine and to the securing of equal civil, political, and 
religious rights in common with all other citizens in new or enlarged States, and 
decides that the necessary steps be taken to place this resolution before the Peace 
Conference. 

Mr. Lipton appealed to the Delegates to see that similar resolutions were 
adopted by their Lodges and by the Synagogues within the next few weeks, 

Mr. L. Eisen, a member of the Petition Committee, seconded the 
resolution. 

Mr. J. Levi, Grand President of the Order of Achei Brith, supported the 
resolution, and extended a hearty greeting to Mr. Jacob de Haas, the 
Secretary of the Zionist Organisations of America. He welcomed Mr. de Haas 
as an old Zionist worker in London, and assured him of the support of the 
Friendly Societies in the work for the Petition. 

Mr. J. ALTMAN, Grand President of the Order Achei Ameth, speaking in 
Yiddish, promised the support of his Order for the work of the Petition. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. J. pe Haas, who was received with cheers, said that he brought whole- 
hearted greetings from the Zionists of the United States. An American dele- 
gation had been sent to England to aid in attaining a Zionist victory, and if it 
was within their power that victory would be attained They in America were 
glad to have suggested that England should be the Trustee of Palestine. In 
America the Zionists had based their hopes upon organised Jewish Democracy. 
They were not satisfied in America by merely creating atmosphere. From the 
year 1915 they had set up a new pass-word—Let every Jew and every Jewess 
stand up and be counted. The way to victory lay in the marshalling of the 
masses of the Jewish people, The very first support that they obtained in 
America came from the Fraternal! Orders of the United States. The road to 
victory lay in action, and it behoved English Jews to start to work immediately 
and to make the Petitiona great success. 

Mr. M. Sutre, Treasurer of the English Zionist Federation, addressed the 
Conference in Yiddish. Mr. S. SCHII.DKRAUT, Secretary of the Association of 
Jewish Friendly Societies, promised the support of the Friendly Societies in the

Srr.— Watchbman's” timely letter broke the ice none too soon, and it is 
most gratifying to see that British Jews will not for ever remain content with a 


dry Dec'aration made by a Government in ‘time of war. It was high time that 
the Jews in Kngland should bestir themselves and obtain a frank and precise 
statement of Rc Meson regarding the Way in which it intends to execute its 
promise; and if the answer should not prove satisfactory, a Jewish Congress 
ought to meet at once and draw up a memorandum to the Peace Congress and 
try to ohjain what we Jews want. But what de-we want? It is very deplorable 
that the Zionist Organisation has not issued a formal statement on this question, 
as the phrase embodying thé Uasle Programme is, afterall, only a phrase—just 
s the Declaration was a phrase. 

. In this connection ane contributor, “A Jewish Nationalist,” struck a bold 
note in his article which appeared in your issue of November 15th, and I should 
like to comment a little on the six points be putsforward. . 

1. Call Palestine Israel.—What then do we Jews call it? Is it not for us 
“Eretz Israel”? It does not matter whether Englishmen call it Palestine or 
Israel, so long as it is Eretz Israel for us. — The Egyptian (to whom his country 
is Misr) cares little when foreigners call Mizraim Egypt. As regards the Arab 
poptlation of Eretz Israel, I do not think that it will matter much if they, for 
the present and near future at least, continue to call it Barr El Sham. 

2? Hebrew to be the Official Language and ultimately to be recognised as 


‘the language of the land.—That would be, as we say, going with a sound head 


into a sick bed. Belgium bas two official languages, and it does not fare worse 
than other countries inthis respect. Besides, the Hebrew and Arabic languages 
are cousins, or rather sisters, and the way Hebrew is now spoken in Eretz Israel 
makes the difference even less appreciable. It would be unwise in a country 
where Arabic has been spoken for the last fifteen centuries and which is bounded 
on nearly all sides by Arabic-speaking countries, to try to eradicate this language 
completely. Quite the contrary, it will have to be learned by the immigrants 
and taught in the schools if we really want to know and possess the country. 
The only way is to have both Hebrew and Arabic as official languages. aR 
3. A Jewish Governor.—As another of your corespondents remarke F 
Jewish Nationalist " touched too lightly on the subject of the future Administra- 
tion of Eretz Israel. Perbaps it is because’ your contributor is too much 
impressed with his duty towards the British Empire to urge an independent 
Israelite Administratiom. What we have to insist upon most energetically is 


f it is to be for the Israelites, should be governed by and 
— alone will not do. The Governor will have 
to be an Israelite, and as.it would be easier to find a capable man among the 
Jews, let bins be a Jew. All the officials of the Administration, from Ministers 
and’ heads of departments down to the lowest servants, should be “ Israelites.

—Jews, Mohammedans, and Christians. 


us if Great Britain were to make of Eretz Isracl a Crown Colony on the old 
Style, and send out Englishmen to fill all the high posts in the Administration. 
It might have been necessary in other countries where there was not the 
necessary element to begin with, but we know and trust ourselves, and we 
have given evidence enough both in Eretz Israel and abroad of our abilities. 
There should be no talking about British Jews having a monopoly of adminis- 
trative posts, or having preference over others—capability should be the only 
test. 

4. A Council of State which would be partially nominated and partially 
elected.—Every town, village, and colony to bave a Municipality or Town 
Council, every district a District Council, to look after local affairs of a domestic 
nature. The Council of State to have legis!ative powers. The Governor and 
Cabinet t® be directly responsible to this Council. The Town and District 
Councils to be elected by the people concerned and to be responsible to them. 
The Council of State to be composed of delegates in part elected by the people 
direct and in part by corporations and professions. The foreign policy to be 
directed by the protecting Power, whose Consuls will represent Eretz Israel 
abroad. But the Administration will be empowered to nominate Israelite repre- 
sentatives to act as a connecting link between the Israelite Communities abroad 
and Eretz Israel. 

5. Jewish Law fundamentally shall (so far as 4s compatible with the 
general policy in that respect of the Empire) be the Law of the Land.—It should 
not be forgotten that the inhabitants of the country belong to different religions, 
and some may belong to nor eligion,at all. It would be unfair to force upon 
them all without distinction laws permeated with the spirit of a religion not 
their own. What your contributor means by Jewish Law is, I presume, religious, 
civil and criminal, and it would be advisable that a Congress of Jewish Lawyers 
should meet now and draw up a scheme of legislation based upon the civil anc 
criminal law contained in our ancient books and framed in a spirit compatible 
with that of our times—as democratic as possible. I would congjder it the 
greatest blunder in statesmanship, were Religion not separated from State in 
Eretz Israel, It would be an utter injustice to force people to perform religious 
rites in which they do not believe. On the other hand, it is only natural to 
expect the large majority of Jews to look to Eretz Israel for spiritual leadership, 
and in thisconnection I would make the following proposals: Just as in France, 
a Ministry of Religion to be established to deal with things religious affecting 
the interests of all religious denominations and acting as amedium between 
them and the Administration ; let the Jews havea Sanhedrin in Jerusalem to act 
as Supreme Court in religious questions. This Sanhedrin should have the 
power to inspect Yeshiboth and other religious institutions, to grant diplomas 
to Rabbis, Shochetim, etc., to decide on questions of ritual, etc. If this body 
lived up to its name, it would undoubtedly be recognised by the whole Jewish 
world, The Mohammedan and Christian Communities could also have repre- 
sentative bodies to be in touch with the Ministry of Religion. Marriage and 
divorce should be regarded as civil matters ; authorised Rabbis, Priests, and 
Sheikhs not to perform the religious ceremonies of marriage or divorce, or issue 
certificates accordingly, unless these have been granted beforehand] by the civil 
authorities. 

6. The Sabbath must be the official Day of Rest, and Jewish Holy Days 
to be regarded as official Holidays. —Regarding this point, a compromise will 
have to be arrived at. 

This is merely a commentary on the points raised by your contributor, but, 
as he himself admits, he did not exhaust the subject, and the sooner it is dealt 
with fully, authoritatively, the better. 

It should never be forgotten that, if Eretz Israel is to attract Jews to it as 
a Homeland, it bas to be what its name denotes, an Israelite jand, and if this 
is to be attained, Great Britain will have to adopt in respect to Palestine a 
policy very materially different from that followed by it in other colonies. Ip 
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fact, even the name “ Colony ” is repugnant—let it be a trusteeship or a ward, 


or else Jews will lose their confidence and will prefer America to Eretz Israel, 
December 12th, 1918. 


The Hebrew” Term for Religion or Faith. 
From RABBI DR. STRAUSS, M.A., Ph.D., Bradford. [To tue Eoiror.) 

Sirk,—-The new caption of Mr, Lowe's reply to my statement savours too 
much of the orthodoxy of the Greco-Russian Christianity, of which Judaism, 
thank Heavens, has kept free since the time of the prophets and the Talmudic 
Rabbis. I therefore adhere to my own. 

Mr. Lowe entirely mistakes my point, which is that the Biblical and post- 
biblical Hebrew term for Faith or Religion is 43108, In this sense it occurs 
hali a hundred times in the Hebrew Scriptures and more frequently in later 
Hebrew writings. 1 therefore prefer the authority of Maimonides to that of 
Dr. Friedlander. 

The word 11) only occurring in the book of Esther and once in the Bless- 
ing Of Moses (rather doubtfully) has the meaning of “ mandate,” “ edict,” 
or “law” and is more Aramaic thar Hebrew. : 

Mr. Lowe is further mistaken as to my derivation of the word “ religion.” 
Mstated that itis derived from “ religere,” the infinitive form of “ religo,” as the 


JeEwisn CHRONICLE rightly printed it. As every Latin scholar will know, 
“ religo ” is only another form of “relego.” 


Translations of the Hebrew Bible. 


- 
THE SECOND LECTURE, 

The second of the course of lectures at Toynbee Hall was delivered on 
Wednesday by Mr. IJ. St. John Thackeray, M.A., hissubject being the Alexandrian 
Greek Translation. The Rev. M. ROSENBAUM presided, and in introducing the 
lecturer said that there was no better authority on the subject than Mr. Thackery. 

Mr. THACKERAY dealt first of all with the circumstances which gave rise to 
the translation. At the beginning of the Christian era, Jews formed one- 
eighth of the population of Alexandria, and there could be little doubt that it 
was the desire of that Community to have the Scriptures in a language 
they could understand that led to the undertaking of the translation. 
By the Palestine Jews, who had suffered the tyranny of Antiochus 
Epiphanes, and associated Greek culture with idolatry and lax morality, the 
undertaking was regafded as a calamity. This suggested origin was 
not that given in the famous “Letter of Aristeas,” but Mr. Thackeray 


‘showed thatthe letter was written at a later date and contained many 


maccuracies, the object probably being to show the honour that had been 
conferred upon the Jews by the Greeks. The first Greek Bible contained 
only the Pentateuch , the Prophets (divided into the earlier and later Prophets) 
followed, and lastly the Writings, or the Hagiographa, which were not 
regarded as sacred, but as national literature. As regards the methods 
of interpretation in the Greek - translation, there was an absence of 
phrases derogatory to the Dzity, and the language used, though 
sometimes called debased Greek, was reaily the common Greek of the time. 
Mr. Thackeray concluded his lecture with quotations to illustrate and support 
bis suggestion that the Greek Bible owed its origin to the liturgical needs of 
the Synagogue, and showed how the Haphtorah then consisted only of a few 
pte with a “catch-word ” to indicate its direct relation to the portion from 
the Law, 

The CHAIRMAN, in thanking Mr. Thackeray for his lecture, said it was to 
our shame that no Jew had ever occupied himself with that study. 

Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, M.A., said that Mr. Thackeray had shown that 


the readings from the Law and Prophets were formerly much shorter than 
they are now. 
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UNION OF HEBREW AND RELIGION 
CLASSES. 


A pre-war custom was reverted to on Sunday last at the Hotel Russell, 
when the hon. officers of the Union invited to tuncheon the members of the 
various committees and the representatives of constituent classes, The grace 
after meals having been read by the Rev. D. Klein, Mr. Arinur L, Lazarus 
proposed the health of the President, Mc. Frank 1. Lyons, and congratulated 
the Chairman of the Supervision Committee, Dr. A. Erchholz, C.B.E., upon 
the high honour which had b2en conferred on him by the King. 

Mr. Frank I. LYONS, in responding, said that there had never existed a 
happier combination of men than had been formed since the foundation of the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. He was glad to be able to preside 
Over men imbued with love for other men and for the children, for the good of 


whom they were labouring. He joined with Mr. Lazarus in congratulating Dr, 
Eichholz on the honour that had been showa him, 

Dr. A. Eicuno.z, M.A., C.B.E., thanked Mr. Lazarus and the Chairman 
for their kind words in regard to the honour conferred upon him for his services, 
He said that his services to the State and to his Community be alike regarded as 
one. In fact, when His Majesty had done him the honour a few days ago, the 
greatest pleasure he had was in receiving a letter of congratulation from four or 
five Jewish children whom he had examined at a school. For they said that 
not only were they proud because he was an examiner of their school but also 
because he was a member of their faith. That day's meeting was 
the Peace Conference of the Union, for they had not met in that way for a 
number of years, on account of the war. They could now see a little more 
clearly in the light of their owa ideals. Justice was the aim of thé Pe cs 
Conferences in Paris, and it wis, of course, the greatest of Jews ideals. The 
meeting of the Uaion that day signalised for them a new sep in theic march 
towards the re-establishment of their faith among their children. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The eleventh annual meting was held in the afternoon at the Jews’ 
College. Mr. Frank I, Lyons presided. 

Mr. Lyons reiterated his congratulations to Dr. Eichholz, and asked those 
present to join with him in congratulating Dr. Brodetsky, a member of the 
Supervision Committee, upon his marriage. Referring to the report of the 
past year’s work, Mr. Lyons said that the Union had suffered. as every public 
institution had, through the war. The number of the children attending the 


classes had decreased toa very largeextent. But the Union would do their very 
best to continue their work, and he hoped that next year they wou!d be able to 
report that the number of children bad risen to what it was before the war. 
He was giad that their friend, Mr. I. Goldston, had been added to 
the Committee of Supervisors, (Hear, hear.) He did not think trey 
had any complaint to make in regard to the action of the Uniued 
Synagogue towards them in respect to grants. It was quite natural 
that they wanted more money than the United Synagogue were able to yive 
them. No doubt, when times were better, their claim would meet with more 
success. A movement was on foot to bring all Jewish educat.on 
in London under one central body. It would be necessary for all of them to 
work together for that end, and he had had the great assistance and sympa:hy 
of Mr. Albert Woolf and Mr. Robert Waley Cohen, V ce-Presidents of the 
United Synagogue, as well as the activeassistance of Mc Emanuel, the senior 
Treasurer. The teaching of thechildren shoald be the piramount part of the 
work of a synagogue, and every Minister who did not make the religious teach- 
ing his first duty was not worthy of his hire. Many childeea were growing ap 
without any knowledge of their faith, and could not re their prayers in 
Hebrew. The blame must lie with the Ministers whose duty it was 
to see that the children were attracted to the Svaiazozue. He had 
attended one of the Sabbath Afternoon Services estab’ishe! a: the New West 
End Synagogue, and had been delighted to see som: tw») hundred to three 
hundred children there who joined in the service. [Ele would like tosee sim lar 
services adopted in other synagogues in addition to the classes. 

The Cuter Hesaid thatthere wasespecially one 
sentence in the report which appealed to him very much: “It must call forth 
our best thought and our best means, for on it depends the future of Judaism 
in the centre of the British Empire.” The great thing was to rouse the 
Community to the importance of the cause for which that Union and its 
kindred associations stood. tigher than ali “social service” and communal 
activities stood Talmud Torah. A synagogue which negiected teacinng 
was a misnomer and did not deserve the name Schule. A Community that 
did not make adequate provision for religious teaching had fallen asleep in 
a sleeping sickness and its end was certain. The Community must 
be aroused. The congregations must be roused by their ministers when 
the congregations were asleep, and the minister must be roused by the congre- 
gation, when the minister was asleep (Hear, hear.) Let them assume that 
th: Community had been aroused. Wht next? Reoonstruction? As asual, 
when a word was on everybody's lips, nobody knew what it meant. Of course, 
it was a political slogan invented fifty years ago in America, when a certain 
number of States seceded from the Union. What did it mean in con- 
nection with their Commanity? It meant to build up again and to 
make all things new. An attempt of that nature had been made known 
in the JEWISH CHRONICLE ten days ago, when it pub’ished a lecture 
by Miss Montagu on “julaism.” She spoke of historical Judaism as a 
system of forms and ceremonies, as a dead thing, an out-worn garment, 
a misfit. He was not going to sptak of the inconsistencies of the lec'ure, 
its venom and its semi-Christianity, seeing that last friday there had appeareda 
reply from the Rev. Gerald Friedlander, which pointed out some of its 
confused thinking and hysteria. He was disappointed that the reply came from 
the Rev. Gerald Friedlander. He had expecte! Mr. Montefiore or Dr. Israel 
Abrahams to reply, for they had both over and over again protested against 
similar carications of Judaism by German Protestant theologians, I[t was a 
pity that Miss Montagu had not been present on December 10th to listen to 
the fine address by Major Lionel de Rothschild on “ Colerance ”—(Hear, 
hear),—or the even finer protest by Dr. Bichler against the preaching of 
hatred. Now, if the word “ Reconstruction” did not fi', what did? Con- 
struction! His heart was set on a scheme for Jewish kindergartens A child 
would then understand the elementary H-brew and the great facts of Judaism 
by the time he was seven or eight years old, instead of having to start at that 
age with Aleph Beth, as at present. He felt that jewish kindergartens would 
prove a radical solution of fhe diffiulty. The Rabbis told them that the sure 
and the lasting foundations of the moral universe were the breath of little 
school children. (Applause ) 


Dr. A. E1icunoz said that the practical difficulties in regard to Jewish 
religious education—fabric and structure —could be and were fairly well met, 
But the teaching staff was becoming a-difficulty. It was all very well for them 
to discuss methods and modes, but those who had studied the subject kuew 
the trouble that was making the work of the Union well-nigh impossible. 
They required of their teacher proper religious observance, as well as secular 
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and Hebrew qualifications. But those teachers were members of a great 
profession whose honoraria were continually advancing. The only way of 
honouring a professional man was by enabling him to live. They were 
now finding it becoming practically impossible to get a good 
teacher to take on the work the Union required of them, “And,” 


-demanded Dr. Eichholz, “how dare we ask them to do it at 15d. an 


bour ?” (Hear, hear.) It seemed to him that the ideal for which they were 
working was going to fall far short of its aims unless the Community woke up 
and was prepared to advance the salaries at least a bundred per cent. The 
Jewish people must regard itself as the nucleus of ethics for the whole of 
civilisation, and so they must teach their children. He hoped the Community 
would not fail them. 

Mr. D. Suanp said that if ministers were paid higher salaries they would 
be able to give more time to teaching. 


Dayan A. FELDMAN, B.A., said that be entirely: agreed with what Dr. 
Eichholz had said. But he would go further than Dr. Eichholz had gone 
and say that soon there would be no persons at all to take up the profession of 
teaching. He did not know whether the time bad not come when the Com- 
munity would have very seriously to consider a scheme for a Jewish Training 
College and the foundation of specific schools for Jewish children. There 
were thousands of children who were not absorbed by apy religious institution. 

The CHAIRMAN said that there was no doubt that the matter of teaching 
Was a very serious one, but the whole subject was a question of finance. 

Mr. Frank D. Benjamin, Treasurer, proposed the adoption of the 
balance-sheet. He said that they bad lost a good many subscribers through 
death and found it very difficult to replace them. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. JosErH TRENNER and carried. 

In propo ing that Mr. Frank I. Lyons be re-elected President, Mr. Isaac 
GOLDSTON said that all knew what a tower of strength he was. He did not 
mind travelling from one end of London to the other, and spending the whole 
of Sunday in the interests of the cause he had at heart. 

Mr. A. L. Victor seconded the proposition, which was carried. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the re-election of the Chief Rabbi and Mr. 
Leopold Frank as Vice-Presidents, and of Mr. F D. Benjamin as Treasurer. 
The motion was agreed to. The other Honorary Officers were re-elected en bloc. 


CONFERENCE, 


Mr. A. Hyams, M.A., of Newport, opened a discussion on “ Religious 
Education in the Provinces.” He said that the Hebrew Classes in South Wales 
resembled those affiliated with the Union of Hebrew and Keligion Classes, in 
that they were intimately associaied with their respective synagogues, with the 
exception of Cardiff and Bristo!. But they differed from those of the Union 
in the lack of co-operation. That was due tothe fact that the overwhelming 
majority of the parents themselves were unorthodox and unobservant. 
He had met teachers of all kinds in the provinces, young and old, English and 
foreign, and they had one thing in common with the teachers of London—a 
meagre salary. Those teachers were conscientious; they were not asleep. 
The Parnassim would not let them sleep. (Laughter.) The establishment of 
a junior Study Circle was very desirable. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated Mr. Hyams on his address. A discussion 
ensued, in which Dr. Eichholz, the Chief Rabbi, Mr. A. Kahn, M.A., Dayan 
leldman, and Mr. I. Goldston took part. 

Mr. Frank I. LYONS expressed the hope that in the future there would be 
a closer connection between London and the provinces. 

Dr. J. S. Fox, of Liverpool, was prevented, on account of indisposition, 
from reading a paper. 

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION, 


A bouquet was handed to Mrs. Hillier Holt prior to her presenting the 
Singer Memorial Prizes. Thirty children had been examined by the Super- 
vis.on Committee of the Union, and edeven of them received the awards. 

Dr. A. EtcHHOLZ, in proposing a vote of thanks to.Mrs. Holt, said that 
they were delighted that Mr. Lyons’ daughter had graced them with her 
presence that day. 

The Kev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A., in seconding the vote, said that day's 
proceedings bad been a welcome tribute to the work of th@Union. 

Mrs. HiLvLier HOLT suitably responded, and promised to givea prize next 
year for the top child of all the classes.

DEAR S1r,—In reply to your circular I beg to intimate that I am resigning 
from membership of the League, as I do not entirely agree with Clauses 2 and 3. 

When I joined the League I did not anticipate it would be so strongly 
adverse to the Zionist movement, which movement, in my opinion, is the only 
way to once and for a’! remove anti-Semitic tendencies and improve the con. 
ditions of our unfortunate coreligionists. 1 am in entire agreement with 
Clause 1, and would give it all my support, and therefore in my opinion 
your Clause 2 is unnecessary, as when you successfully uphold Clause 1 there 
is nothing to resist, so far as allegations, etc., are concerned. False allegations 
will always be made by anti-Semites, and nothing, in my opinion, pleases the 
anti-Semite better than division of opinion among Jews. Iam convinced that 
to remedy such conditions, which we British Jews in this God-blessed country 
are unable to realise or even picture in their true colours, your objects would 
require to be altered as follows :— 

(1) To uphold the status of Beitish subjects professing the Jewish religion. 

(2) Palestine to become the country of the Jews under British protection. 

(3) That Jewish subjects of other States be recognised with equality and 
granted complete citizenship rights. 

All our coreligionists would then support the League and would thereby 
finally remove the controversy which leads up to atrocious persecution,

The Rev. MicHakL ADLER said that as Senior Jewish Chaplain 
working in France, he wished to voice his appreciation of the Y.M.C.A. They 
had assisted him in every possible way in his work, and at least nine-tenths of 
the services for Jewish soldiers in France had been held in the Y.M.C.A. Huts. 

The proceedings terminated with the singing of “ God Save the King.” 

A short Sabbath Service will be held at the Hut, 167, Strand, on Friday 
evenings, at six o'clock, Services will also be held in the Hut on Sunday 
mornings, at eleven o'clock. The first service will be held on Sunday, 
February, 9th, when the Rev. H. Goodman, officiating clergyman to the 
London Command, will officiate.

The Jewish World allades to “one incident in connection with the openin, 
ceremony ” which it terms “remarkable.” We refer, it says, to the religious 
part. We should have thought that the right prayers for the consecration of a 
Jewish Hut would have been found in our prayer-book, which providesa 
service for the consecration of our homes. Instead of that, an utterly colour- 
less prayer—colourless because there was nothing essentially Jewish about it— 
was uttered by the Senior Chaplain, the Kev. Michael Adler—a prayer whiicli 
contained not a word of Hebrew, and, as we say, nothing that could distinguish 
it from a non-Jewish or even a secular outpouring on such occasion. More 
over, this Prayer of Dedication and the 30th Psalm (rendered a!so in English) 
were said by Mr. Adler with uncovered head, and most of the company, we are 
informed, together with the other Jewish ministers present, with the single 
exception notived of the Rev. S. Lipson, C.F., followed his lead. 

Now we do not in the least know who was responsible for this, but, in anv 
case, it was a piteous exhibition. Do not those responsible see the vulgarity of 
a dedication service altogether out of harmony with the very purpose for which 
the Hut was established? It is strange that those who lent themselves to such 
proceedings do not at least perceive how a sentiment of contempt must naturally 
be raised in the minds of non-Jews, several of whom were’ present, for these 
non-Jews must have been astonished at the white-livered, weak-kneed, cold- 
footedness which was afraid to hold a Jewish service, at its consecration, ina 
Jewish Hut. This is apart from the natural annoyance and pain that must 
have been caused to many Jews who were present. There is no wonder that 
there is anti-Semitism or anti-Judaism abroad, when Jews themselves show so 
poor an appreciation of what is due to their own sheer self-respect.

American Relief for Starving Europeans. 


The Senate has adopted an amendment, on the motion of Mr. Lodge, to 
the Bill to provide 100,000,000 dols. for the feeding of the hungry peoples of 
Europe. The amendment prohibits Turkey, Bulgaria, and Austria, as well as 
Germany, from being allowed to share in the distribution of the funds, but 
permitting relief to be accorded to the peoples of Armenia, Syria, and Greece 
and the Christian and Jewish peoples under the yoke of enemy Governments. 

A Reuter telegram sent from New York on Sunday, states:—tTIhe steamer 
“Westward Ho!” sailed from Hoboken to-day for Europe, carrying two 
million dollars’ worth of food and clothing to Poland, under the joint auspices 
of the Fund for Jewish War Sufferers and the Polish National Committee. 
The steamer's destination is Danzig, via Fa'mouth.

Now, however, during the demobilisation 
period, when large numbers of troops are coming to London, and especially 
overseas troops who are anxious to stay a few days in London before returning 
to their own homes, the demands made upon the Hospitality Committee have 
greatly increased. 

I should be grateful if altthose who have accommodation which enables 
them to put up Jew-soldiers, not alone at the time of the Festivals, but also 
over the ordinary week ends and during the week generally, would let me 
know without delay. We are anxious to know what accommodation will te 
available during the next few months so that we may be able at a momen''s 
notice to send to some kind host or hostess a Jew-soldier just come, perhaps, 

rom overseas, who has lacked home life, in many cases for years, and who is 
naturally desirous of visiting London under appropriate conditions.

Stepney Jewish Schools. 


FOUNDERS’ DAY. 

| COMMUNICATED. | 
Founders’ Day, celebrated on the anniversary of the death of Marcus N. 
Adler, the first President of the Schools, was commemorated on Tuesday last 
by a special Memorial Service, attended by the children, in the Adler Hall, 
The family of the late President was represented by Captain H. M. Adler, Mrs. 
E. Lesser, and Mrs. B. Moore. The service opened with the singing of the 
hymn, “ Forget him not,” by the children, under the direction of Mr. L. Cohen, 


The Rev. J. F. Stern, having read a passage from Ecclesiasticus, Mr. Elkan N. 
Adler, brother of the late President, addressed thechildren. He had, he said, just 
returned from Paris, where he had met many distinguished men, who were taking 
part in the great Peace Conference, and bad seen many things which made him 
think of what Jews had done in the great struggle, and of the part their people 


_ would play in the new order of things which would evolve from the delibera- 


tions of the Conference. They in Stepney had given of the best of their 
youth, and the names of Denzil Myer, Gerald Samuel, and Leonard 
Stern shed lustre on their schools and on their people. During the 
past year they had lost two worthy women workers, Emma Adler and Sarah 
Norden, who loved Stepney children and had laboured for their welfare. The 
“Sarah Norden” prize, to be awarded in the Girls’ School for the encourage- 
ment of Jewish home ceremonial, would perpetuate the memory of one whose 
teaching was exemplified in her own daily life, while the visits of Emma Adler 
would still be recalled by many of the present generation of scholars. All 
these had carried on the fine tradition of the school which Michael Henry, ia 
years long distant, had laboured to found, and to whose interests their late 
President, Marcus Adler, devoted so large a part of his busy life. It was 
inspiring to recall, in these days, how keenly interested their late President 
was in the development of Palestine, the land of the Bible, the land so 
dear to Jewish hearts, how he devoted his leisure to research work 
that threw light on both the ancient book and the ancient land. 
In their book of Stepney worthies, whose names they recalled. that day, 
were also those of William Ashe Payne, a Christian Headmaster, who was as 
solicitous as any of their Jewish workers to preserve the Jewishness of their 
schools, and of Fanny Adler, whose sympathy with the children-of the poor 
was enshrined in the Fund founded in her memory. It was well tokeep such 
memories green, it would help them to carry on the traditions which were dear 
to them and inspire theny to uphold the honour of their school. 

At the conclusion of the°address Mr. Norden, the Headmaster, led the 
children in a memorial prayer, and the service closed with a passage from the 


writings of the Rabbis, followed by the Kaddish, recited by Capt. Adler, and 
the singing of the 4don Olam.

A Federation of Charities. 


From the Rev. ISIDORE HARRIS, M A. [To THE Eprror.} 

Sir,—In a recent issue (January 3rd) of the Jewish Exponent, | note 
that the Philadelphia Community has been federating iis charities and educa- 
tional institutions on the lines adopted by the New York Kehilla. It will be 
remembered that the Jews of New York have for some years made a united 
effort to support their philanthropic bodies by a single communal collection 
each year, and that this effort has been so successful that last year they were 
able to raise the charitable fund from £400,000 sterling to half a million pounds, 
The result has encouraged the Jews of Philadelphia to make asimilar attempt. 
In the words of the Jewish Exponent, “ They feel that the time has come 
for united action : they feel that they will be able to accomplish much more 
if they comb ne their forces and work together to the end that petty schnorring 
shall be done away with. Some of the most prominent Jews in the city bave 
expressed not only their interest, but their enthusiasm for the plan.” 

Accordingly, an appeal for all the Jewish charities and schools of the city 
bas been organised, and what our American friends call a “ drive” has been in 
progress from the 6th to the 15th of this month. During this interval a sum of 
£150. 000 sterling was to have been raised. The objects of Federation are set 
forth as follows :— 


1. To prevent Duplication, Waste, Frequent Calls for Fuads, 
2. Toachieve Unity, Efficiency, Economy, One Call for Funds. 

As in New York, the campaign has been carefully organised. Preliminary 
mass meetings bave been held to popularise the Federation idea, and the city bas 
been divided into three parts for canvassing purposes. The campaign bas 
been conducted by a Chairman and Divisional Chairman, with the co-operation 
of a Women's Comm ttee and thirty Captains, each Captain having ten 
Lieutenants under his direction. The result of the appeal (which has not yet 
reached me) is anticipated with the utmost confidence, 

No doubt other American cities will follow suit in duecourse. And perhaps 
one day the London Kehilla, or some important Provincial centre, will come to 
realise the wastefulness of effort and energy and money involved in our present 
hapbazard methods of philanthropic activity. The reckless competition for 
support among individual charities to which we are accustomed is hardly an 
improvement in princible upon the old methods of more than a century ago, 
when the Beadle of the Great Synagogue wou!d appear in Duke's Place on each 
New Moon, and throw a handful of coins into the road to be scrambled for by 


the Jewish poor. Now, asthen, there is sad need of an effective organisation 
of communal benevolence. 


Prize Distributions.

K. PRaAGER, a former member 
of the Board of Management, presided, and Mrs, Prager distributed the 
numerous awards. 

Mr. PRAGER said that he had great faith in the influence of the Classes. Proof of 


their good work and lasting impression could be seen in the many happy and intelli- 
gent faces he saw before him t»at day.. .Mr. Prager paid a tribute to the Rev. Gatchel) 


Isaacs, an untiring and devoted worker, under whose guiding. influence he (Mr. 


Prager) felt sure that the pupils were fast becoming worthy Jews and Jewesses, ever 
ready to do their duty in years tocome. (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. BRESLAR said that he heartily endorsed the remarks of Mr. Prager. 
Although the quality of the religious knowledge of the children was exce lent, 
there was m0 gainsaying the fact that there could be an improvement in sumb-rs. 
The war, with all its turmoil, had caused many families to leave the district. Whereas 
the original number of children attending the Classes was nearly four hundred, the 
present number was, unfortunately, nearer two hundred. 

Mrs. PINCUS, a daughter of Mr. Prager, said that the wonderfal infl ence of the 
Classes had remained in the minds of her sisters and herself, although they had left 
the Ciasses for years. 

Mr. J. ALTMAN, Financial Representative of the Synagogue, proposed a vote of 
thanks to the teachers. He said that providing that the excellent work of the teaching 
staff was continued, the Classes would, he was certain, be brought up to the pre-war 
standard of efficiency. Mr. R. ADLER supported the vote of thanks. 

The Rev. G. ISAACS said that Mr. Adler had offered to give the pupils a treat at 
an early date. They must not, however, regafd treats and prizes as the maia objects 
of their studies. The satisfaction that they were learning something that was going 
really to help them in after life was quite sufficient reward. Me had readin the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE that there was a scheme afoot for some West End gentlemen 
to come down to the East, and give the Jewish inhabitants of the latter some idea of 
reconstruction. They had all heard a good deal about reconstruction. The West 
End gentlemen could look after their own aff:irs, with the certain knowledge that the 
present authorities in charge of religious bodies in the East End coul be safely 
looked upon as fully competent to deal with their own affairs. ' 


ADATH YISROEL HEBREW CLASSES. 


The eighth annual prize distribution at the Adath Yisroel Hebrew Classes 
was held last Sunday at the North London Jewish Club. Mincha service was 
read by Master Israel Lubliner. Rabbi Dr. SCHONFELD presided. 

Rabbi SCHONFELD said that the prize distribution was to have taken place on the 
15th Shebat—the New Year for the Trees. As a modern teacher, he found him-elf 
on very homely ground when he spoke of educational matters in conjunction with 
plants. There was an extraordinary connection between the Kindergarten system of 
education originated by Froebel and the ideas expressed by Rabbi Herschel!l. The 
child was like a plant with seeds in it—good seeds and bad seeds—and it was for the 
parents and teachers to make the corn grow and to take out the weeds. The parents 
ought to keep the soil prepared for the teachers to sow the seeds properly. It was no 
use teaching childrea religion unless there was a soil—a religious foundation into 
which they could put their seeds, Dr. Schinfeld then gave a short report of the 
work of the Classes. They had started with 20and now had 169 pupils. At the 
beginning they had two teachers, and now eight, of whom four gave 
their services voluntarily. The ages of the pupils were from five to fifteen years, but 
he hoped they would soon be able to establish an upper school for boys and giris up 
to the age of eighteen. Personally, he did not think they ought to have pupils younger 
than six. He thanked the teachers for their loyal co-operation, the Education Com- 
mittee, and the ladies and gentlemen who had given their time in preparing for the 
prize distribution, and also those who had kindly given prizes. After a short address 
to the children, he called upon Mrs. Schénfeld to distribute the awards. 

A number of special prizes were given by Mr. R. Piato(in memory of his mother) for 
knowledge of the Pentateuch, the first prize heing a cheque for five guineas. In addi- 
tion to the prizes offered by the Classes, the following gentlemen gave prizes: Messrs, 
Sebber, Fleischman, Lipkowitch, and the Chevra Ben Zakkai. 

Mr. S. FLEISCHMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, which was 
acknowledged by Mr. Isaac LEvy, the Treasurer of the Education Committee. 

Mr. ARTHUR FLEISCHMAN, a former pupil of the Classes, spoke on behalf of the 
Chevra ben Zakkai. He appealed for co-operation between the Classes and the 
Chevra, and thanked Dr. Schénfeld for his work for the Chevra. 

Lantern slides of scenes in the Holy Land were shown and explained by Mr. 
Cohen, one of the teachers, An entertainment by the children followed, a playlet 
having been specially written for the occasion by Miss

UNIVERSITY jewish ment and Johnston Fellow), the President, presided, and in his 
STUDENTS SOCIETY, introductory remarks briefly outlined the aims of the Society 
Mr, Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B, the Honorary President, 
dstivered the inaugural address, entitled “ Jewry and Humanism.” Mr. Benas said 
that the character of the Jewish entity could be usefully illustrated by the contrast 
which a Jewish Students’ Society as theirs presented to that of the denominational 
organisations which were a feature of most of the Universities. Those denominational 
organisations were almost exciusively religious in scope and their members’ cultural 
needs were completely met by other societies. Withthe Jewish students such was not the 
case—there was the great gapin Universjty life represented by the absence of Jewish 
culture, and while, of course, spiritual —- were not excluded from the 
sphere of their Society, they would readily admit that the institution of such serveces 
was oot their immediate objective. They were there to redress the balance 
on the Jewish side for the blank which at present existed on the scales of 
University life. Jewish culture, which had been a vital formative influence in ths 
upbuilding of civilisation, was practically unrepresented in their university studies 
He hoped that the Jerusalem University would found setiiements ia the Diaspora, 
and that one would fre established in Liverpool to link the new foundation in Jerusalem 
and the Jewish scholars of Liverpool in a union of inspiration for both.

Theology in Hyde Park.

A JEW CONVICTED. 


In the King’s Bench Division on Tuesday, before Mr. Justice Dar\ing and 
Mr. Justice Avory, Mr. R. C. Hawkin moved for a writ of certiorar: calling 
upon the magistrate at Marlborough Street Police Court to show cause why the 
conviction of Mr. Henry Samuel at that Court on January 13th shou'd not be 
squashed, 

Counsel said his client was convicted of using words in Hyde Park which 
were said to be obscene, indecent, and blasphemous. 


Mr. Samuel was walking in the park on the evening of last Sunday week, | 


when some young ladies of the Catholic Guild offered him some tracts. He 
explained that he was a Jew, whereupon a gentleman belonging to the guild 
came forward and offered to try to convert him. Questions of theology wore 
then discussed, including the doctrines of the Trinity and the Incarna ion, 
One of the tracts dealt with the Immaculate Conception, and, after tie 
exponent of Catholicism had spoken, Mr. Samuel proceeded to expla |\s 
views. In the words of his affidavit, he was “contrasting the purely spiri va! 
Deity of Judaism with the material body created out of the dirt of the groun.. 
He was heckled by a supporter of the Catholic spokesman, and replied *s 

Mr. Justice Darling : We have got this before us. Do you absolutely want 
to read this? It will be grossly offensive to a number of people. 


Counsel added that Mr. Samuel was arrested on a charge of blasphemy, 


and the next morning was brought before Mr. Denman, charged “that he did 
unlawfully make use of indecent words calculated to provoke a breach of the 
peace.” 

Mr. Justice Darling: Why do you say the conviction was bad ? 

Counsel: I say that the words, that were used by a Jew, were neither 
blasphemous, nor indecent, nor obscene. . 

Mr. Justice Darling : If they are obscene or blasphemous to the public, 
does it matter whether they are used by a Jew or a Gentile? 

Counsel replied that Lord Buckmaster in a recent case said that the 


- Blasphemy Act was really directed against an apostate from the Christian faith. 


Mr. Justice Darling pointed out that Mr. Samuel was not charged under 
the Blasphemy Act, but with using filthy and obscene language in Hyde Park. 

Mr. Justice Avory: Contrary to the rules made for the regulation of the 
park. It bas nothing to do with the Blasphemy Act. 

Counsel contended that the use of the words complained of was not a 
breach of the regulations, and further, that the procedure adopted in this case 
was completely unlawful. He argued that his client could only be convicted 
for the breach of a regulation, whereas he had been fined for the alleged breach 


_of a rule made by His Majesty's Commissioner of Works. Counsel adcde! that 


at the police court Mr. Samuel expressed his regret that he had been inveigled 
into a discussion on these matters with a propayandist body, and offered :o pay 
sométhing to charity. But the magistrate fined him /3, or twenty-one days 

Mr. Justice Darling said that the evidence which was before the magistrate 
was now before the Court, and was to the effect that Samuel! addressed acrowd 
of between thirty and forty persons. Samuel thus brought himse'f under the 
regulation which said that no person should deliver a public address except in 
accordance with the rules of the park. Upon the evidence the magistrate was 
justified in coming to the conclusion that this man was delivering a public 
address. Samuel's affidavit contained words which were practically those 
spoken to by the police. 

“ They are before the Court,” said his lordship, “and they are undoubtedly 
most offensive words to any person holding the Christian faith. They are such 
words as would be likely to provoke a breach of the peace, and seeing that there 
were thirty or forty people who heard them, I myself should come to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Samuel was very fortunate from the fact that the police 
intervened so soon, because otherwise some of the thirty or forty people would 
have given him much more to complain of than any wrong he may have suffered 
at the hands of the magistrate. It appears to me that the summons was per- 
fectly in order, the proceedings were rightly taken, and the magistrate had 
evidence before him upon which he could properly act. No point whatever bas 
been taken by Mr. Hawkin which shows that the applicant is entitled (o question 
these proceedings by means of a writ of certiorari.” 

Mr. Justice Avory: I agree. I have only to add that theafficavit on which 
the-rule is moved discloses no ground whatever for the application. 


In Defence of Catholics. 


From Sergt. M. GOODENDAY, A.S.C., Local Resources Board, War Office, 
Khartoum, Sudan. [To THE Epiror, } 


Sir,—I have read with much regret the letter headed “ Alleged Catholic 
Influence,” in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, dated the 8th of November, and feel 
myself called upon, as an individual who claims to common sense, to reprimand 
the impulsive (and mischievous) correspondent who writes under the extra- 
ordinary nom de plume of “ Mac.” 

This letter contains a series of startling denunciations of the Holy Church 
of Rome, which are unequivocally as infamous as they are unsubstantiated. 
The statement that “from the start the Pope has been violently pro-German” 
is a lie, and one which is distinctly offensive to any sane-minded individual. 
The repeated efforts of His Holiness to promote Peace were ldmentable only by 
reason of their failure to achieve the desired results. 

The Venerable Cardinal bourne (the accepted leader of the English Roman 
Catholic Church) has never to my recollection, by speech or otherwise, alluded 
to Judaism or the Jews in ony other than arespectful manner. On the con- 
trary, he is, I believe, in full sympathy with the Jewish National Movement. 
Have representations been made to this reverend gentleman against the 
“Alleged Catholic Influence ” upon “ anti-Seinitic propaganda”? Roman 
Catholic journals that have from time to time come into my possession—I 
refer to the Universe and the Catholic Times—have contained no reading 
which could be construed as anti-Semitic. 

The purport of the letter is obvious. The sensational writing to which I 
allude is intended to silence for ever the ineffable Chesterton, instead of which 
it must inevitably cause an anti-Semitic reaction, if given publicity by the Roman 
Catholic dignitaries. 

If this is to be considered as a preliminary demonstration of the “ Hit 
Back ” policy, advocated in your paper, I declare myself in oppesition, at the 
same time announcing my readiness to co-operate in any effective “hit back” 
movement. 

The writer of this is an unpretentious Jew, whose admiration for the Roman 
Catholic Church is equalled by his respect for the Protestant Church of England
